Bank cashier says Peter Hain snatched £490 


Peter Hub* aged 25, Presi¬ 
dent of The Young Liberals, 
ran a at of a bank with a £490 
bundle of £5 notes that he hod 
snatched from a counter in a 
“ spur of the moment" theft, 
Mr Michael Corker?, for the 
prosecutio^ said at the Central 
Criminal' Court yesterday. 

Mr Hain said:- "I am not 
guilty* 1 to die charge of steal¬ 
ing the money from Barclays 
Bank in Upper Richmond Road, 
Putney, London, last October 

Mr Corkery told the jury of 
seven women and five, men: 
“ The arrest - of Mr Hain 
attracted a great deal of pat* 
licity at the time. It also 
attracted a certain, amount of 
comment in the - national press 
and the media, no doubt 
because of his activities in the 
poli deal field.” 

■ Mr Corkery asked the jury 
to disregard whatever they had 
read or heard outride the 
court and to cast out of their 
minds any prejudices or 
sympathies, political or other* 

wise. 

The case, he continued, was 
concerned with one simple 
issue, whether Mr Hain had 
committed theft. At about 1 
pm on the day of the alleged 
offence, Mr Corkery said, Mr 
Hain went into Barclays Bank 
in Upper Richmond Road and 
asked a cashier for change of 
a £10 note. 

“ While the cashier was 
getting the change ready, he 
grabbed hold of a bundle of £5 
notes from the' cashier and ran 
away.” 

Mr Hain, whose home in 
Fawc Park Road was not far 
from the bank, -was chased by 
an accoudtaint from the bank 
and also by three boys aged 
about 12 or 13, counsel said, 
adding: “ The defendant es¬ 
caped but was recognized 
shortly afterwards by the same 
three boys when he was get¬ 
ting out of a oar near Smith’s 
bookshop in Putney High 
Street” 

Mr Hain was arrested and 
identified by the cashier from 
whom he had taken the notes. 

Counsel continued: “ When 
you hear the evidence in this 
case you may cake the view 
that rihi-t is a crime which 
occurred on the spur of the 
moment” 

In Barclays in Upper Rich¬ 
mond Road the man alleged to 
be Mr Hain went to till No 5, 
where the cashier was a Mrs 
Lucy Haines. 

At this point Mr Corkery said 
there were five names in the 
case similar to 11 Hain”. 

Mrs Haines was given a £10 
note by the man, he said. She 
took a bundle of £5 notes in¬ 
tending to give the man two 
of them. “ Suddenly a man 
grabbed hold of this bundle of 
notes from under the grille win¬ 
dow and ran out of the bank.” 

Not unnaturally, Mrs Haines 
shouted. The man who ran out 
of the bank was chased by an 
accountant called Mr Hayne. 

Mr Corkery said Mr Hain ran 
out of the bank with the money 
and was chased up Putney High 
Street by Mr Hayne. Mr Hain 
turned the corner into Werier

Road and about halfway down 
threw the stolen money on to 
the ground, saying words to the 
effect: “AH right, here you 
are.” 

The bank accountant stopped 
to pick the money up and Mr 
Ham continued running and 
disappeared round the corner 
into Oxford Road, which was 
the last the accountant saw of 
him. . 

. The accountant picked up the 
money sad called a taxi but the 
one-way traffic system pre¬ 
vented the rati from turning 
round to pursue Mr Hain. 

Mr Corkery said the accoun¬ 
tant later described the thief as 
being 5ft llin tall, of slim 
build, with darkish, curly hair 
and a darkish tint to his skin. 
Three days after the robbery 
the accountant attended an 
identification parade. 

“ The accountant knew what 
Peter Hain looked like”, coun¬ 
sel added, “and he knew Peter 
Hain hod been arrested. But on 
the identification parade he was 
unable to say one way or the 
other whether Hain was the 
mac he had chased out of the 
bank. But be did say there was 
a resemblance.” 

Three boys had joined in pur¬ 
suit of the thief but stopped 
when they reached Putney 
Bridge Road. They retraced 
their steps and saw a blue 
Volkswagen park in Werter 
Road, near the corner with 
Putney High Street They saw 
the face of the man being 
chased by the bank accountant 
and it was the same man they 
saw getting out of the Volks¬ 
wagen, Peter Hain, counsel 
said. 

Mr Hain went into W. H. 
Smith’s store and the boys fol¬ 
lowed. 

Mr Corkery said the boys 
recognized Mr Hain by Ids 


clothes, a white check start, 
blue jeans and Hush Puppy 
shoes, and also by his spec¬ 
tacles. Mr Haul lef t the store 
and the boys took his car num¬ 
ber and went to the police, who 
traced the car to 84 Fawe Park 
Road, Mr Hain’s home. 

Counsel said Mr Hain . was 
taken, to Wandsworth police 
station, where be told eo offi¬ 
cer': “ I left my car in Werter 
Road on due yellow line while 
I bought two typewriter ribbons 
at W. EL Smith's and I then 
ran out because I did not want 
to get into trouble.” 

Mr Hain’s car was later 
searched and he told the 
police: “Tins is a fit np.~ It’s 
because of who I.am.” When 
told of the bonk robbery he 
replied: “What on earth has 
that gat to do with me?” 

He was told three boys had 
seen him in the chase and in 
his Volkswagen. Mr Hain re¬ 
plied: “Is this a joke or some¬ 
thing? This is absolutely in¬ 
credible. You must be jolting.” 

Mr Corkety said Mr Hain de¬ 
nied that he was the thief, say¬ 
ing he had not even been to 
the bank, and he was astounded 



at the suggestion. _ He was a 
public figure and it would be 
stupid to commit such an 
offence. When charged he 
said: “ I only want to say I am 
-not guilty”. He was granted 
ball 

Mr Corkexy added that Mr 
Hain’s fingerprints had not been 
found on any of the stolen £5 
notes. There was laughter 
when he pointed out that the 
name of the police fingerprint 
officer was Mr Haynes and that 
the police photographer was 
also a Mr Hayne. 

Mr Corkery said Mrs Haines 
picked otit Mr Hain at an iden¬ 
tification parade. The only, dif¬ 
ference was that Mr Haiti’s hair 
seemed to be a little more 
“ pushed up ” than she remem¬ 
bered. 

A Mrs Cooper, who was a 
customer in the bank, stopped 
in front of Mr Hain and said: 
“I can’t be positive, but .he 
could have been the man.” A 
cashier, a Miss Shepherd, aged 
18, bad picked out another 
man in the parade. 

Mr Corkery said: “ People 
can, and do, from time to time 
make mistakes during identifi¬ 
cation.” There were many dif¬ 
ficulties and dangers in it. 

Mrs Haines identified Mr 
Hain in court as the man who 
stole the money. She said : “ It 
was just a split second. I gave 
a description to the best of my 
knowledge. I cannot say it was 
a good description.” 

In reply to Mr Lewis Hawser, 
QC. for the defence, Mrs Haines 
said the ■ thief had untidy, 
shoulder-length hair, longer 
than that of the men she picked 
out of die identity parade. Ir 
was “ much longer than Mr 
Hain’s ais he now is, and much 
untitfier". 

The trial continues today. 


Water board 
calk for 
‘wartime’ 
restraint

The Anglian Water Authority 
said yesterday-that it faced-the 
worst shortage since the! last 
war and appealed to consumers 
to conserve supplies. 'Among, 
its suggestions were that people 
should revert to the wartime 
practice of rationing .their, bath¬ 
water to a. depth of five inches. 

The authority’s appeal comes 
after a spate of wa rnings from 
other organizations rtmf wnri^t 
in- many parts 'of the country' 
were at an' exceptionally low 
level and that if the dry 
weather continued severe .re¬ 
strictions might be necessary. 

Last week the National Water 
Council said that the winter just 
past had been one of the driest 
of the past 100 years: Because 
of that, groundwater levels were 
very low in some areas, and 
reservoirs and soil moisture 
levels were generally below nor-', 
mal for the time of year. 

' An official of the council 
said yesterday that it would be 
wrong to talk of a national 
crisis because shortages were 
local. There was no difficul¬ 
ties at . present in north-west 
England or in the south-east, 
for example, but in parts . of 
the West Country, East Anglia 
and north Yorkshire the situa¬ 
tion was quite .serious. 

The dry winter after 

one of the hottest summers on 
record, and in some places re¬ 
strictions were imposed as early 
as last June. But it was pre¬ 
sumed then that a normal win¬ 
ter’s rainfall would put thing * 
right. 

Earlier thf? month the British 
Waterways Board said that 
canal locks in England and 
Wales would be closed at night 
until further notice. The Asso¬ 
ciation of Pleasure Craft Oper¬ 
ators said that some companies 
were moving their hire boats 
away from the areas most 
affected. 

The Anglian authority, which 
has banned the use of hose¬ 
pipes and sprinklers, said it 
might have to seek wider 
powers to abstract more water 
from rivers. “ We are running 
dry r , an official said. “The 
water level in our reservoirs 
is still falling at a time when 
they should be filling up 
rapidly. We need several weeks 
of steady rainfall.” 

The Meteorological Office 
said last night that its long- 
range forecast for mid-March 
to mid-April was that total rain¬ 
fall would be about average. 
There were indications that the 
coming summer would also be 
an average one, but it was too 
early vet to any clear 

prediction.

Security at" -the Palace of 
Westminster win be keptundec 
regular examination by a joint 
committee of the- House of 
Commons and the House of 
Lords, it was announced yester¬ 
day by Mr Thomas, the Speaker.

Pledge on state control in 
drug industry condemned

In reaffirming the Conser¬ 
vative belief in the private 
sector of industry, Mr Patrick 
Jcokin, shadow spokesman ou 
health and social services, 
yesterday urged the Govern¬ 
ment to reject as absurd its 
1974 manifesto pledge to place 
part of the pharmaceutical 
industry under the aegis of the 
National Enterprise Board. 

Opening the Interphex con¬ 
ference at Brighton, Mr Jenkin 
laid representatives of the 
pharmaccntical, cosmetics, and 
toiletries industries that he 
could see no reason why the 
Uibour Party should seek to 
impose its doctrinaire beliefs 
on an industry that was 
successful. 

He suggested that the 
Government should allow the 
industry to get on with the 
job it already did well. He said 
that Mr Healey’s public expen¬ 
diture White Paper allowed 
£950m until _ 1980 for the 
board's activities and only last 
week it had been reported that 
certain unions were calling for 
it to take over at least one of 
the big drug firms. 

He asked if the recent records 
oF the British Steel Corporation, 
British Rail, or the Post Office 
inspired such confidence in 
public ownership. Or was it that 
the collective Labour leader¬ 
ship supposed that a public 
company would export more ? 
He pointed out that the ad¬ 
vances made in Britain in 
pharmaceuticals were almost 
wholly the product of < the 
research laboratories of private 
companies. 

He also criticized those “ who 
sought to knock the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry", and the 
BBC in particular. Referring to 
the Maiionu'idc consumer unit. 


he said chat it had been roudly 
condemned by the BBC's pnir 
grammes complaints commis¬ 
sion for being unfair. 

“False statements of fact, 
phoney figures, damaging 
inuendoes, selective omissions: 
these are the familiar hall¬ 
marks of the slanted, so-called 
documentaries that have been 
exposed by the commission.” 

Mr Jenkin said that no one 
knew better than he how hard 
it was to get moderate views 
into the press or on to tele¬ 
vision. The industry, none the 
less, just had to go on trying. 
Its very survival might in the 
end depend on it. 

One of the main topics of 
discussion at the conference 
was child-resistant packaging 
and sterile production. Despite 
efforts by the British Standards 
Institution manufacturers and 
consumers are concerned about 
Britain's lack of progress. 

Speakers from the United 
States, including Dr Anthony 
Temple, of Utah University, 
said that considerable opposi¬ 
tion was encountered when 
legislation on such packaging 
was introduced there. 

■Dr Temple said that since die 
use of child-resistant packaging 
had been made compulsory 
there had been a 43 per cent 
decrease in the poisoning of 
children. 

The most recent figures for 
Britain show that more than 
15,000 children under five are 
admitted to hospital annually 
suffering from accidental 
poisoning and that in the past 
decade there has been an 
annual death rate of at least 24. 

Dr Temple said that research 
and implementation of legisla¬ 
tion were inevitablv expensive. 
“Children have to be protected 
against poisoning from pharma¬ 
ceutical products and if you take 
this as a premise then the cost 
is not all that great.”

Helping former prisoners who drift back to Holloway 
in a search for the community life they miss outside 

Alternative to jail for drug addicts

Drug addicts who return 
voluntarily to Holloway prison 
for support because they can 
find nowhere suitable else¬ 
where are being given an 
alternative. A new hostel, pro¬ 
vided with help from the 
Methodist Church, has its first 
two occupants. There will be 
room for a few others, and 
efforts are being made to find 
other accommodation. 

The former prisoners have 
been drifting back to Holloway, 
either voluntarily on visits seek¬ 
ing the community life they 
lack, or compulsorily because 
they cannot keep out of trouble 
and have been sent to prison by 
the courts. 

Although the drug unit has 
existed in the prison for three 
years, there has been no hostel, 
prerelease or otherwise, asso¬ 
ciated with it, to give the 
former prisoners the sort of 
help They need, including ties 
of friendship formed inside. 

About 40 girls pass through 
the drug unit each year. They 


come from widely different 
social backgrounds. Often they 
have left quarrelling parents or 
broken homes, and many have 
been on drugs since their feaziy 
teens, se ekin g escape from a 
reality they find too harsh. 

One of the ironies of their 
plight is that, in comparison 
whi the horrors of the outside 
world, even prison can seem a 
haven. Middle-aged prison offi¬ 
cers find themselves being 
called, “mum” or “gran . 
Prisoners are encouraged to 
help with the routine. Some of 
them work in the kitchen, plan¬ 
ning menus and preparing food. 

This alternative family many 
of them miss when the doors of 
HoDoway shut behind them. Not 
-that they dp not want freedom; 
but it brings pressures and 
choices with which they find it 
hard to cope. 

.Recidivism among those from 
the unit is high. Staff do not 
expect miracle cures and 
reckon that if a spell in the 
unit can help prisoners to cope 
a Utde longer outside than 
they would have, that can be 


called progress. JBut it is 
accepted that nearly all will try 
drugs again sooner or later. 
It is what they then decide to 
do that matters. 

The most pointed lesson 
offered by the experience of the 
drug unit is that the modern 
cliche of “treatment in the 
community ” _ does not mean 
very much if the only com¬ 
munity that matters is inside 
the prison. There is a case, 
instead, for removing the 
barrier of the prison wall, not 
simply so that people can come 
out more easily, but so that 
those who need to go in for 
help can do so without the 
stijpna of the prison sentence. 

“ Hold-up ”, a charity, bas 
made a small start with its first 
hostel. A Home Office grant 
has been applied £or. As the 
residents will pay £7 a week for 
bed and Continental breakfast, 
and will have to pay more for 
anything extra they need, it 
seems to be a real alternative 
to costly prison, but a continua¬ 
tion, in a better setting, of what 
former prisoners need. 


Naming of more ‘moderate 9 
candidates angers union

Conservative Central Office 
plans to compile a list of “ mod¬ 
erate ” candidates in elections 
to the Society of Civil Servants, 
bringing to six the number of 
unions in which it will have 
named the candidates it favours. 

The move brought immediate 
condemnation yesterday from 
the union, which represents 
nearly 100,000 middle-grade 
civil servants. Mr Alan Shute, 
assistanr general secretary, said 
it was aa “unwarranted inter¬ 
ference ” in the union’s lateral 
affairs. 

But there was strenuous def¬ 
ence of the action from Mr 
John Bowis, head of the trades 
union department at Conserva¬ 
tive Central Office. He said he 
had received about a dozen 
letters asking for information 
about forthcoming elections in 
the union; there was a clear 
demand for more details about 
the candidates. 

It was unlikely that intonna- 
tion would be widely distributed 
because there was not time to 
compile a comprehensive list 
of moderate candidates, he said. 
But it woul dbe available to 
anybody who asked for it. 

The list will relate to Che 


election of 21 members to the 
executive council, to be held ai 
the annual conference in May. 
There are about forty candi 
dates, fewer than usual 

Since September the Conser¬ 
vative Party has been working 
to activate its supporters within 
trade unions; it says that a 
third of trade unionists vote 
Tory and that there is a good 
measure of tacit support among 
senior union officials. 

But Central Office’s action 
lias angered some union Offi¬ 
cials. The Civil and Public 
Services Association, the biggest 
Civil Service union, has com¬ 
plained about the list of “mod¬ 
erates ” drawn up for its elec¬ 
tions. 

Balloting ended yesterday for 
23 key posts in the Amalgam¬ 
ated Union of Engineering 
Workers, Britain’s second big¬ 
gest unio. Cetral n Off ice ad 
named 27 moderate candidates 
and distributed the list to con¬ 
stituency agents and officials of 
the Conservative trade unionist 
organization.

Hundreds of thousands of 
tons of anthracite dust had. 
been exported from South 
Wales without complaint or 
suspicion about ks seaworthi¬ 
ness and that had led to the 
assumption that it was not a 
hazardous cargo, an inquiry was 
told at Swansea yesterday. 

But k had been widely known 
for years that other cargoes of 
granulated materials could* 
when wet, liquefy, Mr M. D. 
Thomas, for the Department of 
Trade, said. 

He was speaking after the 
opening of the inquiry into the 
loss on January 25 last year 
of the cargo ship Lovat, 60 
hours after she left Swansea 
with 1355 tonnes of anthracite 
washed dust from die Cyn- 
heidre colliery, 20 miles from 
Swansea. Eleven of her crew 
of 13, including the tnasrer. lost 
rheir lives when she capsized 
and sank off Land's End iu 
gales. 

Investigations into the 
Lovat’s sinking had shown that 
the dust from Cynheidru col¬ 
liery was Capable of dei’cloping 
a liquefied state if it contained 
18 or 19 per cent of water to 
the total cargo weight. The 
Lo vat's cargo contained so 
much water that the dust lique¬ 
fied during the voyage.

Call to end secrecy on 
big technical projects

A new procedure for assess¬ 
ing the impact on society of 
big technical projects, whether 
they are new roads, airports, 
hazardous factories or nucleir 
power plants, is proposed hi a 
report published yesterday. 

_ It suggests public examina¬ 
tion of complicated issues, 
which is virtually impossible 
under existing conditions be¬ 
cause the technical information 
is monopolized by government 
departments and industries in¬ 
tent on keeping it confidential. 

The report. Superstar Tech¬ 
nologies, is the first of a series 
in preparation by the Council 
for Science and Society. The 
organization, formed to study 
the Impact of advances in 
science and technology and to 
stimulate public questioning, is 
under the chairmanship of Sir 
Michael Swann. FRS. _ The vice- 
chairman, Mr Paul Sieghart. is 
a barrister. 

The impact of large-scale 
technical projects was the first 
priority because of disquiet at 
the increasing cost of mistakes 
that might have been disclosed 
at the planning stage by moni¬ 
toring. 

The working party which 
prepared the report emphasized 
that “ monitoring ’’ did_ not 
mean “ prevention Simple 
costs and hazards were always 
easier to predict than complex 
and uncertain benefits. 

But it accepted that schemes 
such as roads, airfields and 
industrial developments' that 
might be hazardous were bound 
to rarse objections. People in 
every location would say; Put 
it somewhere else,” 

Tbe prospect of long and 
costly tests and pubb'c debates 


might discourage innovation. 
Indeed, some people would wel¬ 
come a deceleration of technical 
progress. 

A parallel was drawn with 
some of the older professions, 
such as medicine and architec¬ 
ture. in which tbe moral and 
legal responsibilities of indivi¬ 
dual practitioners had been 
reinforced by the licensing 
regulations of professional 
organizations. 

Thfere was insistence on mini¬ 
mum standards of expertise and 
a code of good practice. Sudi 
codes, although often defective 
in that they protected conven¬ 
tional and conservative techni¬ 
cal procedures against innova¬ 
tion, _ provided for punitive 
sanctions for shoddy or fraudu¬ 
lent work. Thus at least a mini¬ 
mum standard of public safety 
was maintained. That was sriil 
the first line of protection in 
traditional industries. 

However, so many new tech¬ 
niques were being introduced by 
groups of experts outside die 
qualified professions that the 
responsibility for enforcing per¬ 
sonal standards could no longer 
be fully carried by the existing 
licensing authorities. 

Government agencies de¬ 
signed to monitor were nuc 
equipped to control tile wider 
effects of modern technology, 
in the view af the council work¬ 
ing party. To overcome the 
serious obstacle of getting 
action by groups of concerned 
citizens, the report suggested 
the need for a technology 

implications committee. 

Ir would open the necessary 
files of technical information 
that were now secret and pro* 
vide the technical expertise to 
assess that information.

Why build walls with cavities in the 
first place? 

Primarily to keep damp out of the inside of 
houses. In fact this is such an effective way of 
preventing dampness that nearly all houses built 
since1945have cavity walls (nottomentionsome 
dating from before the 1920s).

There is a feeling among MPa 
that they have inadequate control 
over the recruitment methods in 
this (House and that there is still 
priority given co cc-miUtaiy per¬ 
sonnel. and that this ought to ba 
remedied quickly. 

Mr Short—I did soy most of the 
employment vacancies in the 
House of Commons were filled in 
the way I said.

Post Office likely to 
make modest profit 


Mr John Stonebouse (Walsall. 
North, Lab) asked what was toe 
anticipated deficit in the Post 
Office for toe current year, and 
what changes in tariffs in telecom¬ 
munications and postal services 
were expected in consequence. 

Mr Gregor Mackenzie, Minister 
of State for Industry (Rntoerglen, 
Labi—Present indications are that 
toe Post Office will make a modest 
profit in toe current financial year. 

Proposals for increases in inland 
postal charges to take effect early 
in 1976-77 have been made to the 
Price Commission, in addition, 
some overseas postal prices are 
being increased to meet payments 
toother countries under new 
universal tariff regulations. 

Mr Stonebouse—While welcom¬ 
ing that there will be a small 
surplus, toe two main reasons for 
netting up toe Post Office Corpora¬ 
tion eight years ago were to 
achieve greater efficiency and 
closer touch with consumers. 
Neither of these objectives have 
ycr been achieved. The minister 
cannot afford to stand aside and 
allow the Post Office to continue 
to decline and become more ineffi¬ 
cient in die way it is doing. 

Mr Mackenzie—No one knows 
the Post Office Act better than Mr 
Stonehouse who put it through toe 
House. He will know one of the 
reasons we do not interfere is 
because it was Implicit in that Act 
that there should be a measure of 
commercial freedom given to toe 
Post Office. We do not believe that 


the Post Office is less efficient 
than it was when he was Postmas¬ 
ter General. 

Daring other exchanges, Air 
Toby Jesse! (Twickenham, C) said: 
The Post Office has already to 
some extent priced itself out of toe 
market with Its ecozUtant charges. 
Why does Mr Mackenzie not_make 
more use of toe powers he has ? If 
they are not sufficient, he should 
seek more in toe public interest to 
control charges. 

Mr Mackenzie—There are limi¬ 
tations to the Price Code. There 
are no powers In Che Post Office 
Act to allow me to interfere. 

Mr Arthur Lewis (Newham, 
North-West, Lab)—Fifty yean 
ago, wife no modern appliances, 
electronic machines, cars, fast 
trains and toe rest we had a faster 
and better service for toe equiva¬ 
lent of a penny or three halfpence. 

Mr Mackenzie—We have a good 
postal service which compares 
favourably with many other conn- 
tries in western Europe. 

Mr Tom King, an Opposition 
spokesman on Industry (Bridg¬ 
water, C)—Increases in telegram 
prices resulted in a fall in traffic of 
40 per cent. It is clear that pro¬ 
posed increases for parcels are 
likely to end in no parcel service— 
a fear expressed by the union 
leaders. Can he stand aside in this 
situation ? 

Mr Mackenzie—I have to be 
guided by toe Post Office Act. 
Parcels and representations about 
them have been considered by toe 
Secretary of State (Mr Varley).

example of the tendency to be 
over-optimistic about haw long 
each stage of tills complicated pro¬ 
cess would take. Sir James Cafiag- 
ban. Secretary of State for Foreign 
and Commonwealth Affairs 
(Cardiff, South-East, Lab), said, 
when he opened a two-day debate 
on direct elections to the European 
Parliament. 

There seems to be no prospect of 
finalizing toe convention at that 
time (he said) but the Council wtil 
wish to make what progress it can 
and some matters will come np for 

discussion and, if possible, agree¬ 
ments 

He said that toe Assembly now 
was made up of delegates 
nominated by national Parliaments 
from among to dr own members. 
By and large, national delegations 
represented toe party balance. ^_ 

It had always been intended to 
c han g e to direct elections, bat f6r 
18 years there had been no general 
agreement. A change of policy by 
toe French Government in 1974 
had made toe pros pec t seem attain¬ 
able. 

The key points of toe report Mr 
Gaston thorn. President of toe 
Council of Minister* to tide week’s 
meeting of the European Council 
on direct elections to toe European 
Assembly were toe rise, toe cGstri- 
btrtion of seats .between member 
countries, the exact date of the 
first election, in 1978, if elections 
take place then, and whether toe 
draft convention should refer to 
the institution as the European 
Parliament, or as toe Assembly. 

In addition to this report, the 
Council would have a much more 
detailed report by a working com¬ 
mittee of toe Council of Ministers 
containing a number of disagreed 
points. He had published in Htnx- 
sard a summary of tins report. 

The Prime Minister and he 
would be grateful to know how toe 
grinds of MPs were moving on toe 
ma tter. 

The present Assembly of 198 was 
small to represent a Community of 
250 "dniwn people and It was gen¬ 
erally accepted that when the 
Assembly was directly Elected it 
should be considerably enlarged. 
He did not dissent from that new. 
He would like to hear the views of 
MPs on toe figure of 3S0 which was 
put forward. 

The French Government had put 
forward a proposal which would go 
a long way in relating toe number 
of seats to toe size of the popula¬ 
tion of member states. This would 


drastically cut toe representation 
of toe smaller member states. 

At toe other extreme, the .Irish 
Government had put forward a 
proposal designed to safeguard toe 
favourable mare of seats they 
seemed in the Treaty of Accession. 
If there was to be agreement, toe* 
would have to be some, compro¬ 
mise. Ir seemed fair that there 
should be a minimum number of 
seals, however small a state was. 

The. United Kingdom dearly 
needed enough seats for adequate 
representation of toe constituent 
parts of toe United Kingdom. He 
bad had the importance of a fair 
share for Wales and Scotland in 
mind from toe b eginning . 

The figures proposed by fe« 
European Parliament were simply 
not good enough from this point of 
view. There was no par tic u lar 
viinihw of seats which could be 
claimed as self evident for toe 
United Kingdom. The Government 
sought a solution which tended 
further towards relating the 
number of seats allocated to each 
country to toe size of its popula¬ 
tion. 

The fact that toe smaller states 
felt the need of more than propor¬ 
tionate representation in - toe 
Assembly- pointed our toe advan¬ 
tage of being part of a bigger 
member state. Scottish and Welsh 
interests were more powerfully 
r ep rese n ted In the Community as 
part of toe United Kingdom than 
they could ever be as small sepa¬ 
rate states. 

Apart front toe Danes there was 
wide consensus among toe other 
states on bolding elections at 
approximately the same time 
throughout toe Community. In 
Rome last year the heads of 
Government agreed that elections 
should place in May or June, 
1978. 

There was a genuine need for the 
peoples In the member states to be 
Identified with the Community in 
some way. It was often a ccu se d, he 
thought with justification, of bang 
bureau crati c and remote. The elec¬ 
tors should have an opportunity of 
ex pre ss ing their views on questions 
concerning the Community. 

It would be as well if toe United 
Kingdom was in a position to'hold 
elections when toe other countries 
were in a position to do so rather 
than to prolong the existing sys¬ 
tem. which was a heavy burden on 
the individual MPs concerned and 
winch added to the problems of 
conducting business in Westmins¬ 
ter. The Government did not have 
to commit themselves at this stage 
on si gning the draft convention on 
ttiig matter.

No case for sulking inside Community 


Mr Reginald Maudling. Opposi¬ 
tion spokesman on foreign and 
Commonwealth affairs (Barnet, 
Chipping Barnet, C), said they had 
committed themselves as a nation 
to the development of Europe as a 
commmunity, with all teat meant 
In economic and political terms. 

The appointment of a select 
committee was to be welcomed as 
many MPs had been pressing for 
tins for some time. The Opposition 
would play a full role in its delib¬ 
erations. 

As tile referendum had taken 
place less than a year ago. It would 
be surprising if many MPs had 
rhangwi their on tee funda¬ 
mental principle of membership. 
Anti-marketeers, if tee EEC was to 
continue, as it would, should wel¬ 
come more effective parliamentary 
control of the Brussels bureaucra¬ 
cy which they disliked so much. 

There was no commitment to 
detailed proposals unless they were 
satisfactory to the Commons and 
no commitment on date. What was 
a commitment of honour was that 
the United Kingdom would work 
actively and sincerely to achieve 
tee set of proposals which would 
be acceptable to tee United King¬ 
dom and to ha- colleagues in an 
agreed timescale. 

To obstruct progress towards 
direct elections would be dishonest 
and damaging to tee whole posi¬ 
tion of tee United Kingdom in 
Western Europe. A revasal of 

^ now In principle would be 
lug to fee whole concept of 
European unity. 

These were difficult times for 
the Community. In the economic 
context It was obvious that strains 
For a still young Community were 
bound to arise. There had been few 
signs recently of practical- progress 
in economic matters, but there had 
been most encouraging signs of 
progress towards unit; and coo¬ 
peration in political matters. It 
would be a profound shock to teat 
progress if a major country were 
to perform a U-turn on toe princi¬ 
ple of direct elections. 

If tee European Parliament was 
to be effective in Is alloted 
spheres it needed tee authority 
which could only come from elec¬ 
tions and direct contact with tee 
electorate. That would be provided 
by tee direct system. 

The dual mandate placed great 
handicaps on members of tee 
Commons and on members of the 
European Parliament. In principle 
it would be a good thing if MPs 
coaid be MPs of bote Parliaments, 
but in practice ir bad become im¬ 
possible to conduct tee dual man¬ 
date. 

The name Parliament was con¬ 
fusing because the Parliament, or 
Assembly, was different from tee 
concept of Parliament held in the 
United Kingdom. A European Par¬ 
liament or Assembly of tins kind 
was suitable to tee present stage of 
fee evolution of tee Community. 
Both were unique experiments in 

political organization, and there 
was no precedent for teem. 

The European Parliament or 
Assembly reflected the status of 
tec Community. It was neither a 


loose alliance of states nor a single 
unitary state. 

It was more in tee nature of a 
partnership In which people volun¬ 
tarily joined together with a com¬ 
mon purpose in a joist organiza¬ 
tion where there was a common 
interest, but where individual in¬ 
terests had not been submerged 
and where the individual must 
respect the common rights and in¬ 
terests of the partnership as tec 
partn e r shi p must respect tee rights 
and interests of tee individual 
member. That was tee EEC at its 
present stage of development 

The European Parliament was a 
unique creation appropriate to tee 
present stage of development of 
tee unique Europ ean Community. 
It was essential to draw a clear and 
firm line between the competence 
of tee European Parliament and of 
iBrtiouri Parliaments. They might 
often discuss similar or identical 
matters, but it would be disastrous 
if the separate Parliaments sought 
to wield similar and overlapping 
powers of decision. That would 
lead to chaos. Introducing direct 
elections in no way brought that 
about. 

A common date for tee elections 
was desirable. The sheer disruption 
of having a series of elections at 
different times should be recog¬ 
nized. 

His concern was that the first 
poll at a European election might 
be a derisory one. It was important 
to have toe election at a time and 
in circumstances which enabled the 
political battle to be argued out Ju 
this country and that mere was a 
substantial turnout of electors. 

It was impracticable to continue 
tee dual mandate as a general rule 
but tee Opposition saw uo reason 
why anyone who believed he could 
do both jobs should not stand as a 
candidate and, if necessary, be 
elected to do so. 

Many problems would arise for 
the party organizations, including 
fi p anyJn g , canvassing and organiz¬ 
ing elections. There would be a 
problem of selection of candidates. 
It would nor be all that easy to get 
enough candidates of adequate 
calibre to go forward. 

There were two major points for 
Parliament to decide, the drawing 
of the boundaries of the consti¬ 
tuencies and the electoral system. 
The drawing of the boundaries 
most be impartial and seen to be 
impartial- It should be undertaken 
by the Boundary Commission. 
(Cheers.) This would be a guaran¬ 
tee of fairness. 

There was a danger of confusion 
in the relationship between tec 
European Parliament and West¬ 
minster There must be full 
exchange of papers, documents 
and so on .and there must be 
arrangements for contact between 
individual members of tiie two Par¬ 
liaments. The main parties in the 
Parliaments would have tee task of 
ensuring toat toelr point of view 
was consistently portrayed in 
Europe and Westminster. 

Bnt (be went on) 1 am not con¬ 
vinced that there Is any need for 
an institutional link between the 
two Parliaments any more than 
there is an institutional link be¬ 
tween Westminster and the Greater 
London Council. 


Mr Michael Stewart, leader of 
the Labour delegation at the Euro¬ 
pean parliament [ Haimm M umtth, 
Fulham, Lab), said one tiling they 
must avoid was any lengthy period 
during which other nations in the 
Community had gone over to 
direct elections and Britain^ as yet, 
bad not done so. 

Whether the date for bringing 
tee new and larger Parliament Into 
being is June. 1978, or some later 
date (be said) we must see to it 
tiiat Britain holds her direct elec¬ 
tions at that time and that we axe 
not left in this limping period 
where others are having direct 
elections and we are still trying to 
do it by delegation. 

The British electorate might 
resent It If they saw that there was 
a European Parliament to which 
citizens of Other countries in tiie 
Community could directly elect 
their members but at tint time 
they were denied tee opportunity 
of doing so. 

There was a case for not going 
Into tee Community, and a case for 
going In, but there could be no 
conceivable case for being in tee 
Community and sulking Tn*i«fn it 
and trying to obstruct what other 
members woe trying to do. It 
would be a mischievous course of 
action for Britain. 

He hoped MPs and those outride 
tee House who reverted British 
entry would recognize that there 
was no sort of future in that atti¬ 
tude. 

A dfrgrtly elected Assembly was 
bound to become a more powerful 
Assembly, bat beyond fee mere 
increase in numbers, it would 
become more powerful because it 
would be able to do its work more 
efficiently. A directly elected 
Assembly would mean teat its 
members would make It at least as 
macb the major part of their lives, 
as MPs did of tiie Commons. It* 
meant they could exercise more 
influence on Council and Commis¬ 
sion. 

The growth of influence of the 
Assembly when It was directly 
elected would not be at tee 
expense of national Parliaments 
but at the expense of the Council. 
It would make tee Council act 
more efficiently and in greater 
awareness of public opinion. The 
Council, and still more tiie 
Commission, were always in 
danger of taking decisions without 
sufficient awareness of public 
opinion. 

MPs should not talk as if direct 
elections were a kind of unpleasant 
medicine that bad to be taken 
because the United Kingdom was 
in the Community. They were a 
considerable opportunity and the 
discovery of a new dimension in 
politics. The public at large had 
become aware teat there was a 
European dimension in politics, 
not in terms of institutions bnt In 
terms of practical problems to be 
solved. 

Z am convinced (be said) that 
the details can be solved but it is 
essential that we get direct elec¬ 
tions, tiiat we get them no later 
than our partners In -Europe and 
tiiat we and our partners try co get 
them as soon as is sensible. If we 
do that, we may well be surprised 
at the degree of public interest and 
gratitude for what we shall have 
done. 

Sir Derek Walker-Smith (East 
Hertfordshire, C) said apprehen¬ 
sions teat direct elections would 


bring an undesirable extension of 
powers and involve a lurch to what 
. was called federalism were not well 
founded though they should be 
treated sympathetically. There 
were pressures for an extension of 
powers of the European Parlia¬ 
ment but they would exist under 
direct elections or under tee 
preseot system. 

Of course, too, there should be 
efforts to improve fee e x orcise of 
powers and make them more mean¬ 
ingful and efficient. They should 
continue. But that was a far ay 
from saying that direct elections 
were- a blueprint for a federal 
Europe. 

Nor was there anything in the 
concept of direct elections which 
would change tee legislative pat¬ 
tern of the Oomnmniiy, though he 
hoped this would improve their 
work. 

Parity of r ep r es e nt ation was not 
easy to achieve in practice, as they 
knew from their experience in fee 
United Kingdom, bat the proposed 
pattern did not even purport to 
achieve it- It was heavily weighted 
in favour of the smaller states. 
There was a case for generosity, 
but generosity should not be. 
poshed to a fault. 

Such a formula might give added 
support to separatist movements 
on fee grounds that a higher repre¬ 
sentation in the European Parlia¬ 
ment might he attainable, ft would- 
be an ironical circumstance, a 
paradoxical consequence, if proce¬ 
dures designed to draw nations 
closer together promoted and 
encouraged fissiparious tendencies 
within toe states. 

Tbe House should accept tee 
duty imposed upon it to consider 
tbe adoption of whatever recom¬ 
mendation was finally made to it. 
The House should discharge that 
duty against fee background that 
direct elections in their proper 
focm at fee proper time were an 
approttriate institutional frame¬ 
work. 

Against teat background (he 
said) we should see constructively 
and carefully fee best solutions to 
the many practical problems toat 
surround us. 

Dr Dickson Mahon (Greenock 
and Port Glasgow, Lab) said there 
could surely be nobody against the 
proposition that there should be 
direct elections. One of tee strong¬ 
est can in fee and-Marfceteers* 
pack of arguments in tee referen¬ 
dum was mat this was a bureau¬ 
cratic system without any dem¬ 
ocratic control. 

He could not understand those 
who warned the Community some¬ 
how or other to fall and so did not 
want to do anything to improve it 
and did not want to have direct 
elections. These anarchistic collea¬ 
gues of bis took a dog-in-tee-mang¬ 
er, desperately auti-deidocratic 
view considering what tee British 
people said loudly and clearly on 
Jane 5 last year. 

Mrs Winifred Ewing (Moray and 
Nairn, Scot Nat) said her party 
approved of tbe principle of direct 
elections. The problem of any par¬ 
liament was basically how to con¬ 
trol tee actions of tee executive. 

In tee EEC. they had the 
Commission »nii tee Council of 
Ministers, bote effective in their 
own way. It was almost an Impossi¬ 
bility to scrutinize tee immense 
amount of stuff which poured out 
from this two-beaded monster. Tbe 
European Parliament was well 


formed and based on committees 
which worked wen. Dual member¬ 
ship would become almost impos¬ 
sible to sustain. 

She plumped for tee alternative 
vote in a single member consti¬ 
tuency. - - 

If fee elections come about, 
Scotland would be over governed. 
One of the issues which united the 
Scots was dislike of local govern¬ 
ment reform. One tier would 
to go. 

The terms for Scotland would be 
well fought over Scotland's areas 
of natural resources, which were 
fish and oil, where it looked as if 
their interest? were not being safe¬ 
guarded. She did not hear the 
french offering a drank of the 
wine crop, which was France’snat - 
oral re s our c e, but Scotland was 
expected, to let tee Europeans 
come and take tee fish. 

Mr Edward dn Cm (Taunton, 
C) said feat direct elections were 
inevitable, and they would make 
land and Wales more irrelevant. 

He had had a consistent view of 
tee Common Market. It was wrong 
for the United Kingdom to be a 
signatory of fee Treaty of Rome. 
Tbe history of fee United Kingdom 
beckoned her eager involvement 
towards tee great world beyond 
the narrow confines of Europe. At 
a time when power was shifting 
'from the developed to the undevel¬ 
oped, tiiat seemed to be especially 
relevant. 

After Parliament’s decision and 
fee referendum, tee task of all 
•MPS was to work wife diligence for 
fee s ucces s of-the adventure. Thai 
was his intention. 

It was essential that the House 
should have a better definition of 
what was involved. The debate was 
about one tiring only, tee pace at 
which they agreed to alter funda¬ 
mentally, perhaps irrevocably, tee 
status and function of the British 
Parliament. 

If we are to have a European 
Parti ament (he said) let it be an 
outstanding example of democracy 
to tee world at large and let it be a 
Parliament 

The House' and country should 
note tee scope of tee questions 
wtdeh tee Green Paper drew to 
fedr attention. They were all con¬ 
cerned with tee machinery of the 
elections and not. at all with tee 
purposes of tee European Parlia¬ 
ment. its constitution and its work¬ 
ing. He found that extraordinary 
and wrong. What they had so far 
heard, so far discussed and what 
had so far been revealed was. in¬ 
adequate. Tbe Green Paper was 
disappointing. 

Tbe status of an elected Parlia¬ 
ment is (he said) vastly more im¬ 
portant than its method of elec¬ 
tion. I am impatient for direct 
elections. I believe teem to - be of 
tee greatest importance. 

What surprises and worries me is 
tee lack of dynamism In our 
national approach to this whole 
affair and me confusion among us 
all and in Europe as to what it is 
we are attempting to achieve. 

If the European Parliament were 
to be given formalized and real 
control of tee Snances of tee 
Community, all else would follow. 

Direct elections were a long 
stride in tbe direction of suprama- 
tionaliry. Tbe voters when they 
cast their votes In 197S would have 
every right to know what sort of 
animal it was they were being 
asked to elect,

Gvil Service 
discipline 
for advisers 

Mr Ian Gow (Eastbourne. C) 
asked tee Minister for the Civil 
Service how many of the 29 special 
advisers to minis ters received a 
salary higher than tiiat paid to 
MPS. 

Mr Gnries Morris, Minister ni 
State. Civil Service Department 
(Manchester, Openshaw, Lab)— 
There are 16 special advisers who 
receive a higher annual salary’ than 
tee £5,750 paid to MPs. MPs are 
entitled to a number of additional 
allowances for which special 
advisers and other civil servants 
are not eligible. 

Mr Gow—Is it the case, us the 
minister told the Commons mi 
March 22, feat the appointment 
and salaries of all these 29 special 
advisers terminates on the date 
when the resignation of tliu Prime 
Minister becomes effective ? 

Mr Morris—Tiie appointment vf 
special advisers needs tbe approval 
of tbe Prime Minister and there¬ 
fore tee appointment of special 
advisers subsequently will need the 
approval of tee Prime Minister. 

Mr lain Sproat (Aberdeen, 
South. C)—It Is repugnant that 
special advisers on political mat¬ 
ters should -be paid out of the 
taxpayers' money. If they are 
political advisers they should be 
paid by political parties. 

Blr Morris—I wonder whether 
tee Commons wants toe situation 
where representatives and people 
who formerly worked at the Tory 
Central Office should be sat In 
ministerial office outside the con¬ 
fines and disciplines of the Civil 
Service. 

Against tee background of the 
Official Secrets Act. I have not met 
anybody who would want that sit¬ 
uation. Special advisers ought to 
be subject to toe same disciplines, 
that civil servants generally are 
obliged to observe. 

Mr Eric Hcffer (Liverpool, Wal¬ 
ton, Lab)—All tee higher civil ser¬ 
vants like permanent secretaries 
and so on are political advisers and 
they do not always give the right 
advice. (Laughter.) 

Mr Morris—I do not accept that 
senior civil servants are politically 
partial in the advice they give. 
They endeavour to give too facts 
on irhich ministers can arrive, at 
decisions.

EEC summit unlikely to reach decision this week on direct elections 


House of Lords 

Lord Gortmwy-Roberts, Minister 
of Scare for Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs, moving that tec 
House sbonld take note of toe 
Green Paper Direct Elections to 
the European Assembly, said there 
seemed little prospect that the 
European Council later this week 
would be able to reach final agree¬ 
ment on the text of the convention 
on direct elections. But they would 
tty to make progress on as many 
outstanding matters as possible. It 
might well be tiiat a final decision 
would be possible at the European 
Council in July. 

During tee course of toe negotia¬ 
tions the Government would seek 
to get the terms which this country 
wanted and they would have parti¬ 
cularly in mind what was said in 
Parliament today and tomorrow. 

We may not (he said) get our 
own way on everything. The 
Foreign Secretary (Mr James 
Callaghan) considers it of import¬ 
ance that Parliament should be 
involved to the maximum extent at 
this time. 

He has token note of tee support 
for two motions In tee Commons 


urging that a select committee 
should be established on the ques¬ 
tion of direct elections. The 
Government have great sympathy 
with this point of view and have 
decided to set up a select commit¬ 
tee to look into toe matter. 

Our intention is tiiat tee Govern¬ 
ment should not make final com¬ 
mitments before tee committee bas 
reported. We shall have to ask tee 
committee to work with reasonable 
speed. We do not wish to hold up 
tee other member states who want 
to go ahead with tee introduction 
of direct elections, and we shall 
have to ask the committee to work 
to a timetable at which decisions 
are needed In the Community. 

In tbe period before tiie select 
committee reports we shall con¬ 
tinue to play a full port in the 
work that is going on in the 
Community, including tee Euro¬ 
pean Council on April 1 and 2. 

Even if tee convention was 
signed, he went on, it would still 
require ratification and toe 
Government would intend to seek 

Parliament's approval by a draft 
order in council to be approved by 
an affirmative resolution in each 
House. 


The Intention was teat tee Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom should stiB be able to 
continue sending nominated 
members to the assembly from tee 
Lords and Commons if, in tee end, 
this country was unable co hold the 
first elections in 1978. 

On tee question whether peers 
would be eligible to stand as candi¬ 
dates or to vote, nothing in tee 
provisions to bd agreed at 
Community level would prejudice 
this. They would be for decision by 
ibis Parliament. 

There might be concern that the 

establishment of a directly elected 

assembly would mean a step 
towards federalism and that tee 
acquisition by tee assembly of 
further powers would not long be 
delayed. He would like to reassure 
tee House that the first elections 
to the assembly would take place 
on tbe basis of tbe existing powers 
of the institution. 

Lady Tweedsnmir (C) said she 
would cage tee new Prime Minister 
to press with conviction for direct 
elections in Britain in -1978. The 
matter bad been under discussion 
for many years, since long before 
Britain joined tbe Community. 


There were many practical difficul¬ 
ties bnt effort ana care could solve 
teem. It was Important that Britain 
did not lag behind. 

The European Assembly would 
be unique, as would those for Scot¬ 
land and wales. In an three cases 
they should seriously bend their 
minds to some form of voting 
methods tiiat would conform to 
one of tee continental systems. 

Lady Elies (C) said tire Opposi¬ 
tion believed It was the Intention 
of the Gover nm ent to be ready for 
direct elections by May or Jane. 
1978. The select committee should 
not delay Its advice on which tee 
Government would make a final 
decision. 

The longer tbe matter of tee size 
Of the E u r o p e an A&sembv was left 
undecided die more alternative 
proposals would be made. The 
basis to be adopted should be teat 
Luxembourg should have six seats 
and tee remainder should have 
seats based cm a proportion of 
population. 

Arrangements should be made 
tor British nationals in other 
of the Community to vote in i 
elections. 

Lord Gladwyn (L) said he was 


disturbed at what Lord Goronwy- 
Roberts bad said, about tee unlike¬ 
lihood of the ministers coming to 
any final decision on April 1 or 2. 
The ministers Indicated not long 
ago that they would come to an 
agreement in toe European Coun¬ 
cil. it was possible teat some gov¬ 
ernments bad political cold feet 
and that tbe will to arrive at a 
decision was no longer as hard as 
it was a few months ago. He hoped 
tee British Government were not 
getting cold feet. 

Lord O'Hagan said any discus¬

Far bigger threats 
existed—devolution, increasing 

disrespect tor tbe law, and those 
processes by which all govern¬ 
ments were becoming closer and 


closer interlocked and so not 
wholly within toe control or iheir 
national Parliaments. 

. The Earl of Lauderdale mmvJ 
an amendment to the Government 
motion, calling on the Leader of 
toe House (Lord Shepherd} to 
“ implement tils undertaking given 
on July 3 last that be would ini- 
•tiate consultations in all quarters

Champions’ 
first crops 
add spice to 
season

A laPdnadng aspect of any new 
season ct flat racing is always the 
performance of the fine- Reason 
sire : the stallion whose flrsx crop 
are making their appearance on 
the racecourse. In racing people 
tend to be every bit as quick to 
criticize as they are to praise ami 
these, arc certainly crucial times 
for tbote connected with young 
horses, because more often than 
nor an enormous amount of money 
is involved. 

Take ibis year.' for instance. 
Brigadier Gerard and Mill Reef, 
both with capital, value uf more 
than £lm. wiQ bave runners for 
the first tune. Once great rivals 
on the course, they are now seek¬ 
ing to prove themselves in a 
different sphere and the presence 
of their names among the list of 
first season sires will inevitably 
mean that other members of the 
group are subjected lo the glare 
of a particularly strong spotlight 
at the same time. 

Loo king through a list of year¬ 
lings ioM in England and Ireland 
last year, 1 counted 54 stallions 
who were represented for the' first 
time, and their first crops are now 
two-year-olds. Apart from Briga¬ 
dier Gerard and Mill Reef, the 
besr {mown arc Crowned Prince, 
Deep Diver. High Top. Run The 
Gantlet, Sallust, and Sweul 
Revenge. VI"hen weighing up what 
chance a stallion has of making 
his name from the outset, it is 
important to consider not only his 
pedigree, those of his males,' and 
the distances over which they 
cxcclled, but also the number of 
runners that be will have in his 
first season. 

This year, for instance, beep 
Diver begins with a huge advant 
age over all his rivals, because he 
wus accredited with 45 foals in bis 
first crop. Obviously, not all of 
them v.ili reach the racecourse, 
but still he sbould have far more 
runners this year than Mill Reef, 
who was restricted to only 20 
mares in his first season at stud, 
and who as a result has only 11 
two-year-olds in training. 

Mill Reef got 16 of his 20 
mares in foal in that first year. 
However, sadly two of them, those 
brilliant race mares. Humble Durv 
and Park Top, were to slip foal. 
The others all foaled safely, but 
two of those foals were ‘subse¬ 
quently killed in the United 
Sates, one by lightning. Twenty- 
four live foallngs were attributed 
to Brigadier Gerard in the second 
supplement to volume 37 of the 
General Stud Book, but four of 
them have fallen by the ways'de 
for one reason or another, and 
he now has 20 two-year-olds in 
training in England. Ireland and 
France, almost double the num¬ 
ber of MUl Reef. 

The remarkable Brigadier 
Gerard had what It rook to win 
17 of his 18 races over distances 
that ranged from five furlongs to 
a mile and a half. Although he 
won the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Diamond. Stakes 
he was. '7 am convinced, at his 
best racing over a mile or a mile

Improvement in 
condition of 
Mervyn Davies

Mervyn Davies, the rugbv cap¬ 
tain of Wales, lay seriously ill in 
Cardiff last night following the 
brain haemorrhage he suffered on 
the field on Sunday. Mr Robert 
YVeekes, consultant neurosurgeon 
at the Universiiy. of Wales Hospi¬ 
tal in Cardiff, said yesterday: 
“ His life is in danger, and one 
could say that he was fighting far 
it.” 

Davies collapsed during the 
course of the Swansea-Pomypool 
Welsh Cup semi-final in Cardiff 
and was taken unconscious to the 
Royal Infirmary there before being 
transferred to the intensive care 
unit. It appears that, at the time, 
he wras totally paralyzed down the 
left side of his body. 

He later recovered conscious¬ 
ness, and there was further 
Improvement yesterday morning 
when he was stated to be as well 
as could be expected. Mr Weekes 
said that the paralysis was improv¬ 
ing, and that bis speech was un¬ 
affected. M I do not think " he 
went on, " that the illness was the 
result of his playing rugby. It 
could have happened at any time. 
I think it unlikely that be will play 
again.” That in itSelf would be an 
unhappy outcome, bur surely is of 
no importance provided that tins 
bonny fighter can win bis present 
battle. 

One observer at the match said 
Davies was tackled and a ruck 
formed on top of him. “ When the 
ruck broke, Davies was still on 
the ground.” He collapsed and 
was carried off in the thirtieth 
minute. 

At 29, the world’s best number 
eight has scaled almost every peak, 
having won 38 caps for his country, 
captained them to two champion¬ 
ships, a triple crown and a grand 
slam, and played a distinguished 
and vital part In two outstanding 
Lions tours, to New Zealand and 
South Africa. There remained for 
him but one more honour the 
game could bestow—the captaincy 
of the Lions in New Zealand in 
1977.

As I reported some weeks ago, 
he said be would not be available 
for the next tour. But most 
people saw him as the leading con¬ 
tender for the job. and most of 
us .believed that he could be per¬ 
suaded to change his mind. 

It can be no exaggeration to 
suggest that the whole rugby world 
in these islands—far, far beyond 
the Welsh valleys—has beea 
stunned by the news of his misfor¬ 
tune. Everyone will echo the 
words of Bill Clement, Secretary 
of the Welsh Rugby Union, who, 
speaking on behalf of the presi¬ 
dent. committee and staff, said 
yesterday that they all were greatly 
distressed. ** They all hope and 
pray 'V he added, “that today's 
very slight. improvement will be 
continued and that he will be res¬ 
tored to normal health. At this 
anxious time the sympathy of ail 
goes to Mervyu’s wife, Shirley, to 
their baby son and to his parents.”

Making a 
shining 
egg sample 

Easter eggs are moulded in 
two halves. This allows for 
sweets or some kind of confec¬ 
tion to be placed inside before 
the halves are sealed together. 
Traditionally die moulds were 
made in tin, but nowadays they 
are made in Plexiglass, a see 
through plastic materiaL The 
modern ones are easier to use 
because they are flexible, bur 
the traditional tin moulds give 
a very good shine to the egg. 

Moulds can be plain or have 
a zig-zag line effect called a 
crocodile finish. Shoppers at 
Leon Jaeggi, 232 Tottenham 
Court Road, London, Wl, will 
find they can buy either. Sizes 
range from a small egg of just 
over three inches to larger ones 
up to nine inches. The moulds 
are sold in two halves and the 
prices for one half mould range 
from £1.63 to £530. Out of'town 
customers should ring Leon 
Jaeggi at 01-580 1357 to inquire 
about sixes available .and the 
post paid prices. 

Vou can get by with one 
mould, using the same mould 
for both halves of die egg, but 
it is quicker to work with a 
pair. Make sure that any mould 
to be used is absolutely clean 
and dry. Metal moulds should 
be "buffed up with a soft doth 
to polish the inside to a good 
shine. This is because choco¬ 
late reflects Or takes the shine 
from a surface, and the shinier 
the mould, the shinier the egg. 

Use Kake Brand chocolate 
cake covering to make your 
Easter eggs. Kake Brand melts 
to a thin consistency that is easy 


to use, and it can be bought in 
almost' any supermarket or 
grocers shop. 

Chocolate for work like tills 
must be melted with care to 
avoid overheating. The handy 
way to melt chocolate is over 
a saucepan of hot water in a 
basin. Select a basin that fits 
neatly into the rim of one of 
your Larger saucepans. Fill the 
saucepan not more than half 
full of water but-not so deep 
that it would touch the base of 
the bowl. Bring the water to the 
boil, then draw off the heat. 

- Meanwhile make sure that the 
bowl. is quite dry inside and 
break the chocolate into it? 
about 4lb will make two to three 
eggs depending on the size. Set 
the bowl over the pan qf hot 
.water and give an occasional 
stir until the chocolate is 
melted and lukewarm. It is 
important never to have the 
water actually boiling in the 
pan underneath the bowl, be¬ 
cause escaping steam might 
cause the chocolate to tighten 
np. The smallest drop of water 
dripped into melted chocolate 
will make'it stiff and unusable. 

Take one half sbeH at a 
rime and spoon sufficient 
melted chocolate into the base 
of the mould to ensure a good 
coating. Tip the mould gently 
in the hand to distribute the 
melted chocolate evenly over 
the inride—right up to the rim. 
When the coming begins to 
thicken, pour _ the excess 
chocolate back into the bowl 
and turn the mould upside 
down on a tray lined wsch a 
sheet of greaseproof paper. 
This means any extra choco¬ 
late inside will ran down end 
form a' good rim around the' 
inside of the mould. 

' Leave to set in a coed place, 
but not the refrigerator—rapid 
cooling can cause eggs to crack. . 
After about 30 ndmitea, repeat 
the procedure so that vou get 
a good covering of duoamate 
inside the mould. Now leave the 
lined moulds for at Beast two 


horn? until they have set firm. 

Basically what happens 
during this time is that-the 
chocolate, es it cools and sets 
firm, shrinks slightly. As. a 
result when loosened round 
the edges, the chocolate should 
drop out of the mould retain¬ 
ing the shape. To unmould the 
egg, take a small pointed knife 
and gendy shave away die sur¬ 
plus chocolate around the rim 
of the mould to tidy it up. 
Gently tap the outride of the 
mould using the handle of the 
knife and it will either fall out, 
or you will find that you can 
gently ease it out with your 
fingers. It may take one or two 
broken eggs to start getting 
them perfect, but with patience 
you will find they come out 
beautifully. Any broken pieces 
can be added to tire bowl of 
melted chocolate, resoftened 
and used again. 

Carefully transfer the 
chocolate egg halves, using a 
flat palette knife or a fish slice 
—remember, fingers will mark 
the shiny surface.' Some small- 
sweets or sugared almonds can 
be placed m one half and the 
egg is ready t a seal. The easiest 
way to seal the two halves 
together is to warm a baking 
tray over the heat and set the 
empty half egg, rim ride down; 
on the warm .surface for a 
moment so that it softens 
Then place ■ the two 
fves together matching the 
runs perfectly and leave in a 
cool place when the chocolate 
will firm up again and seal the 
egg quite closed. 

You can personalize each egg 
by piping on a name with 
melted chocolate, or scatter a 
few dots of melted chocolate 
on the surface to which a 
coloured Smartie or pretty 
sugar flower decorations could 
he pressed—on setting up, the 
chocolate will hold any added 
decoration qrate firmly.

The really curly rolls of 
choco|ate are achieved ■ by 
catching the chocolate just be¬ 
fore 'it .sets firm. The secret 
is to use a sharp knife and to 
shave off the chocolate rolls 
by pushing tire knife away from 
you and sideways at the same 
tkneJ Thin slivers of chocolate 
wlB curl up Kke wood shavings 
as they come from under the 
blade. By spreading the choco¬ 
late on the shiny side of a 
smooth sheet qf kitchen fail, 
and stamping out shapes wish 
a putter or marking into squares 
with a knife, you can make 
pretty cur-outs for decorating 
cakes. When set firm these can 
be peeled off the paper to re¬ 
veal a shiny undersurface., ! 

Chocolate cases are lovely for 
serving party ice creams and 
they can be made by spooning 
melted chocolate into paper 
baking cases—use them double 
to get a firm support—and with 
the back qf a teaspoon, spread 
tile chocolate ova* the base and 
around tire sides. Then turn 
them upside down onto a {date 
and leave until quite firm. The 
paper can be carefully peeled 
away leaving behind a perfect 
chocolate shape. They will-keep 
very well in a tin to be used 
when needed. 

One of my favourite Easter 
recipes is a ample one that 
children could do for them¬ 
selves. Tiny Easter nests made 
of a meited dhocokte and Rice 
Krispie mixture, Med with 
coloured marzipan eggs.

Ttmt being so, Belgium and 
zts Benelux partners have an 
important role in keeping 
ajive the original promise of 
tte European idea. 

Belgium’s emergence as 
an independent state dates 
only from 1831. At the end 
of the Napoleonic wars, 
whose last great battle was 
fought on Belgian soil, rbe 
great powers decided at the 
Congress of Vienna in 1815 
to unite Holland and Bel¬ 
gium under the crown of the 
House of Orange largely, it 
would appear, to satisfy 
Castiereagh’s conceptions of 
Britain’s strategic needs. 
Economically the union was 
satisfactory, the maritime 
trade and colonial posses¬ 
sions of the north comple¬ 
menting the agriculture and 
industry of the south. 

But from the outset dif¬ 
ferences of language, religion 
and temperament made it 
impossible for the two races 
to live together politically. 
Bv 1830 Roman Catholics and 
liberals in Belgium were 
making common cause 
against what was seen as 
alien rule, and in the same 
year the citizens of Brussels 
rose in revolt. At a confer¬ 
ence of the great powers in 
London in 1831, which was 
dominated by Palmerston, 
Belgium was recognized as 
an independent state (though 
the Dutch Kang, W illiam I, 
took another eight years to 
accept defeat). 

Palmerston was alarmed by 
the enthusiasm among many 
Belgians for France. Having 
threatened war early in 1831 
when the Belgian crown had 
been offered to the Due de 
Nemours, the second son of 
Louise-Philippe of France, he 
was subsequently instru¬ 
mental in persuading the 
Belgian Parliament to elect 
Leopold Sax e-Coburg, a 
British dozen and uncle of 
the future Queen Victoria, as 
king. He then bullied and 
cajoled the other powers into 
endorsing a guarantee of 
perpetual neutrality for the 
new kingdom. 

The Belgians were not par¬ 
ticularly eager for this 
guarantee of neutrality, 
which had been imposed on 
them by the wishes of the 
great powers and especially 
by the supposed needs of 
British foreign policy—Pal¬ 
merston’s d esire to keep 
France out of the Low Coun¬ 
tries. Nevertheless, it served 
them well and enabled a 
country which had been the 
battlefield of many armies to 
enjoy immunity from wars 
for more than 80 years. 

This era ended in 1914 
with the German invasion 
and occupation. After the 
First World War Belgium 
was released from the more 
artificial aspects of the 
neutrality imposed by the 
treaties of 1831 and 1839, 
which had effectively pre¬ 
cluded the exercise of _ an 
independent foreign policy. 
(This bad been partly re¬ 
sponsible for the incidental 
curiosity whereby Belgium 
acquired its African posses¬ 
sions as the result of a pri¬ 
vate business venture of King 
Leopold II.) 

Belgium’s security still 
depended essentially _ on 
three countries—Britain, 
France and Germany—-and 
ir sought to bolster it by a 
network of pacts. Among the 
earliest and most enthusias¬ 
tic signatories of the League 
of Nations, Belgium conclu¬ 
ded the Locarno Pact in 
1925 under which the 
frontiers of France and 
Belgium with Germany were 
guarantee! in treaties signed 
not only by these countries 
but also by Italy and 
Britain. The pact was viola¬ 
ted when Hitler reoccupied 
the Rhineland in March 
1936. 

In 1928 Belgium was one 
of the 65 signatories of the 
Kellogg-Briand Pact, which 
condemned recourse to war 
to settle differences, while 
admitting the right of _ a 
nation to use force in its 
legitimate defence. At the 
same time the Belgians were 
seeking preferential customs 
arrangements with Holland, 
Luxembourg and the Scan¬ 
dinavian countries, but these 
efforts were much hampered 
by the intense economic 
nationalism of the depression

invaded Belgium for the 
second time in less than JO 
years after being refused 
permission to send troops 
across Belgian soil for an 
assault on France.

Others will control revival 


Although roost economists 
agree. that the end of the 
longest postwar recession ia 
Belgium is now io sight, 
some anxious glances are 
being cast towards neigh¬ 
bouring countries. This is 
because the extent of the 
country’s ecoaomic recovery 
will depend not only on in¬ 
ternal developments but on 
events in West Germany, 
France and The Nether¬ 
lands. 

Strategically sited at the 
crossroads of the great com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
routes of Western Europe, 
the Belgian economy has 
always relied op external 
trade for its main impulse. 
This has been fostered by a 
high level of consumption 
among the country's small 
but prosperous population 
and by the requirement to 
export surplus finished pro¬ 
ducts to pay for imports of 
badly needed raw materials. 

Over the years these ele¬ 
ments have made Belgium 
one of the world’s foremost 
exporting countries. More 
than 50 per cent of the 
country’s gross national pro¬ 
duct now derives directly 
from its export trade, com¬ 
pared with some 30 per cent 
in 19S3. With about 0-3 per 
cent of the world's popula¬ 
tion and a 4.5 per cent share 
of world trade, Belgium is 
now the industrialized 
world’s eighth largest ex¬ 
porter. 

Io an economic block like 
the European Community it 
is no surprise that Belgium’s 
best customers and suppliers 
are those countries which 
also signed the Treaty of 
Rome. Nearly three quarters 
of Belgium’s trade is with 
West Germany, France, The 
Netherlands, Italy and the 
United Kingdom. Outside the 
Community, the United 
States is the country’s most 
significant export market and 
supplier. 

Last vear, for example, 
22.3 per cent of Belgian ex¬ 
ports went to West Germany, 
19.1 per cem to France, 17.1 
per cent to The Netherlands, 
6.5 per cent to Britain, 4 per 
cent to Italy and 4.1 per cent 
to the United Srates. West 
Germany was also Belgium’s 
most important supplier, pro¬ 
viding 22 per cent of imports, 
followed by France with 17.4 
per cent, The Netherlands 
with 16 8 per cent, lie United 
Kingdom with 6.2 per cent, 
Italy with 3.9 per cent and 
the United States with 6.4 
per cent. 

Belgian exports^ consist 
almost entirely of industrial 
manufactures like metals, 
machinery, machine tools, 
transport equipment, chemi¬ 
cals and textiles. Over the 
years since the Second World 
War the emphasis has 
changed from half-finished to 
more perfected products 
which require less manpower

but more knowledge. Thus 
Belgium now exports less 
and less-steel and more and 
more special steels and non- 
ferrous metals. 

The major role played by 
exports on Belgium’s econo¬ 
mic performance has during 
periods of boom helped it 
to become one of the 
wealthiest countries in the 
industrialized world. During 
the early stages of the pre¬ 
sent recession it also meant 
a postponement of the infla¬ 
tion and production slump 
which had already begun to 
bit iess-fortunately placed 
countries like France and 
Britain. 

But wben the fall in world 
trade and the increase in 
oil prices finally filtered 
through, Belgium was less 
able to cope than its imme¬ 
diate neighbours like Hol¬ 
land and West Germany. 

In 1974, when the slump 
was at its lowest point, con¬ 
sumer prices, rose by more 
than 15 per cent compared 
with increases of 6.1 per cent 
in West Germany and 10.7 
per cent in The Netherlands 
and unemployment to nearly 
6 per cent of the working 
population compared with 
about 5 per cent in the other 
two countries. 

Although the present rate 
of inflation has fallen to 
about the 10 per cent level, 
the number of unemployed 
has now reached an all-time 
record level of more than 
220,000 representing 8.7 
per cent of the working 
population. By contrast. 
West German and Dutch in¬ 
flation rates are now run¬ 
ning at about 5 and 8 per 
cenr respectively and un¬ 
employment at about 6 per 
cent of their workforces. 

The failure to handle the 
recession more skilfully was 
partly political. Draconian 
economic measures to com¬ 
bat inflation and stimulate 
production were completely 
watered down in the course 
of discussions first among 
the Government’s coalition 
parties and subsequently 
with employers and trade 
unions. 

Thus, what started out as 
a price freeze has now 
developed into a lax system 
of prior notification for price 
rises, while a wage freeze 
has turned into a postpone¬ 
ment of pay increases for 
the country’s top wage 
earners. 

To his credit, Mr Leo 
Tindemans, the well-inten¬ 
tioned but almost powerless 
Prime Minister, pinpointed 
the country’s major econo¬ 
mic priority duringthe early 
stages of the recession. “The 
terrifying problem facing us 
is bow to make our prices 
competitive again. Economic 
experts have established that 
io comparable sectors of In¬ 
dustry even the United 


States is now producing more 
cheaply than Belgium”, he 
said. 

The erosion of Belgium’s 
competitiveness, originally 
because of the worldwide 
increase in_ raw materials’ 
prices, particularly oil, has 
been compounded by the 
tight link between prices and 
wages. Under one of the most 
complex indexing schemes in 
the industrialized world, rises 
in the consumer price index 
automatically trigger off 
wage increases for most 
employees in the private and 
public sectors. 

The employers* organiza¬ 
tion, the Federation des 
Entreprises, has calculated 
that indexation alone has 
been responsible for two- 
thirds of rises in hourly wage 
costs during most of 1974 and 
1975 when the labour cost per 
unit increased by an average 
of 13 and 25 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

To combat this situation, 
the Government has made 
several attempts to sever the 
index link, but to little avail. 
It has now turned its atten¬ 
tion to reforming the consu¬ 
mer price index to remove 
some of the present anomal¬ 
ies which can make it fluctu¬ 
ate wildly from month to 
month. But the Government’s 
past performance on the issue 
and strong opposition from 
the trade unions to any chan¬ 
ges hold out little prospect 
of success. 

But in spite of high levels 
of inflation and unemploy¬ 
ment, Belgium has retained 
respectable balance of pay¬ 
ments and trade surpluses 
Throughout the recession. Last 
year, for example, the pay¬ 
ments surplus totalled some 
25,000m Belgian francs 
(about £300m) and the trade 
surplus some 6,000m francs, 
compared with 30.000m 
francs and 28,000m francs 
respectively a year earlier. 

As economic activity in 
most of the European Com¬ 
munity begins to pick up 
again, most economists fore¬ 
cast a new improvement in

Besides direct government 
aid, Belgium has many 
othW benefits for foreign 
companies and their 
employees. 'For manage- 
□ts, there is a highly 
lied labour force, lax 
exchange controls, few 
strikes and little local 
resentment against foreign- 
, For employees, there 
plenty of good schools 
teaching in most European 
languages and ideal living 
conditions in suburbs which 
have sprung up mainly to 
house the well-off foreign 
populations. 

Well-intentioned socialist 
attempts to trim tax conces¬ 
sions for foreign employees 
have failed to get very far. 

move about a year ago to 
reduce tax allowances for 
foreigners working tem¬ 
porarily in Belgium for 
companies based abroad 
raised such an outcry 
among m ultin ationals like 
Ford and ITT that it was 
hastily abandoned by the 
Government. 

Despite the- recession, 
foreign investment in 1974, 
the list year for which com¬ 
plete statistics are available, 
reached its highest level 
since 1969. A record total of 
917 planned projects worth 
nearly 25,000m francs was 
split mainly among Ameri¬ 
can, French, Dutch and Bri¬ 
tish investors. For the first 
time since 1969 American 
investments represented 
more than half the total 
with projects worth 12300m 
francs. French investments 
during the same year 
totalled 4,600m francs, 
Dutch 4,450m and British 
557m. 

Outside the United States 
and EEC member states, 
Japan was the biggest inves¬ 
tor in 1974 with a total of 
■m. francs. Indeed, Bel¬ 
gium has been the first 
choice in West Europe for 
Japanese overseas invest¬ 
ments in manufacturing in¬ 
dustry. 

In 1975, however, when 
the recession was at its 
worst in Belgium, foreign 
investment probably fell to 
irs lowest level since 1971. 
According to provisional 
figures just released by the 
Economics Affairs Ministry, 
planned investments totalled 
only some 10,900m francs. 
For the first rime the 
French, with total invest¬ 
ments of about 3300m 
francs in 82 projects, out¬ 
stripped the Americans who 
invested 2.700m francs in 85 
projects. The British were 
in third place with nearly 
1300m francs invested in 62 
schemes. 

The record British shore 
last year will undoubtedly 
cheer the active British 
Chamber of Commerce for 
Belgium and Luxembourg 
which has played an impor¬ 
tant role in helping and 
advising potential British in¬ 
vestors. It has just pub¬ 
lished a * much expanded 
second version of its Busi¬ 
ness Briefing for Belgium, 
which is essentia] reading 
for any businessman want¬ 
ing details of the country’s 
investment opportunities. 

Hie Government’s cam¬ 
paign to stimulate invest¬ 
ment is dearly designed to 
produce better results in 
1976 as the worldwide reces¬ 
sion recedes. Belgium still 
offers potential foreign in¬ 
vestors an almost ideal 
environment, but it remains 
to be seen whether the gol¬ 
den years of the early 1970s 
can ever be recreated.

Mr Foot: soothing words on the irrational 
fears over his leadership chances 


About . 2,000 delegates will 
gather in Vancouver in two 
months’ time for what purports 
to be the largest United 
Nations. meeting ever staged. 
Its subject is Human Settle¬ 
ments—'* Habitat” for short— 
and it is seen as directly com¬ 
plementing the 1972 environ- 


There the question was how 
man could '-est come to terms 
with bis natural surroundings; 
this time it is what sort of 
surroundings he can and 
should trv to create for him¬ 
self. 

The official British contribu¬ 
tion to the debate is published 
today. It consists of a fat book¬ 
let on planning, a short film 
and two audio-visual presenta¬ 
tions. Inevitably, perhaps, the 
emphasis 'is on achievement 
rather than rhe many failures. 
Other countries will, no doubt, 
present an even more glowing 
and more distorted picture; 
few, if any, will be able to 
bring themselves to depict can¬ 
didly the squalor and depriva¬ 
tion that deface every country 
and almost every major city in 
the world. 

Since, the bistory of urban 
settlement in the last two cen¬ 
turies has concerned mainly 
error and despair, it must be 
asked whether a conference of 
this sort can produce any use¬ 
ful results. European cities, it 
is said, are about to repeat the 
disasters of the United States, 
and the Third World is plung¬ 
ing headlong into all the mis¬ 
takes made by Europe, ivith 
little or no compensating eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Mushrooming 
shanty towns 

A single generation from 
now, there are expected to be 
some 3,500 cities with a pop¬ 
ulation of over 1,000,000, com-, 
pared with fewer than 300 at 
present. Except perhaps in a 
few countries like Brazil, Ven¬ 
ezuela and Iran, such cities 
will not be sustained by rapid 
industrialization, and the mush¬ 
rooming shanty towns will 
merely reflect the appalling 
fact that life in the rural areas 
is even worse. Since the west¬ 
ern world is preoccupied with 
its own problems of urban 
decay, who in Vancouver is 
going to be able to teach what 
and to whom ? 

Nobody and nothing, appears 
to be the view of the Chinese, 
who have so far declined to 
take any part. Many non¬ 
government environmental 
groups consider that they 
should be more widely repre¬ 
sented on official delegations, 
and have decided to hold an 
alternative “ forum ” at the 
same time as Hie conference, 
which they regard as no more 
than a public relations exer¬ 
cise. 

They are perhaps being un¬ 
fair. For instance, Mr Gordon 
Oakes, an under-secretary at 
the Department of rhe 
Environment, who will effecti¬ 
vely lead the British delegation 
(Mr Crosland is going only For 
the opening session), is among 
the most likeable and least 
pretentious of politicians, and 
has lucid and forthright views 
on the subject. 

*1 do not intend to go io 
Vancouver as merely the 
mouthpiece of the British 
Government, still less of the 
professional planners ”, he 
says. “ It is also essential to 
avoid the rift that occurred in 
Stockholm between the have 
and have-not nations, when the 
have-nots claimed that many of 
the suggestions were impractic¬ 
able because they just could 
not afford them." 

Overcrowding is. he con¬ 
cedes. one of the biggest evils 
and a main cause of conflict 


and tension. “If you put .too 
many animals in a confined 
place, they instinctively start 
to fight each ocher. Human 
beings are the same." 

But it is not necessarily the 
biggest problem, he argues. 
Many of our economic and 
social difficulties can be 


pl anni ng Huge amounts of 
tune and energy are squan¬ 
dered on needlessly long jour¬ 
neys to work. People are 
forced to move _ away from 
friends and familiar surround¬ 
ings, and old people Jose reg¬ 
ular contact with their grown¬ 
up children. Bleak, ugly hous¬ 
ing breeds the despair that 
leads to violence and vanda¬ 
lism on a scale that the old, 
overcrowded slums seldom kin¬ 
dled. 

Mr Oakes is not convinced 
that Britain’s most touted plan¬ 
ning achievement, the new 
towns, can provide much of a 
lesson for other countries. 
They tend, he says, to absorh 
the young, skilled and relative-' 
ly prosperous, leaving no place 
for the old and the poor. 

He admits that, from Bri¬ 
tain’s point of view, the most 
useful exchange of views will 
be with other developed coun¬ 
tries. Our predictions until 
now have all been based on 
the assumption of continued 
economic and population 
growth, whereas for the first 
time tile graphs are indicating a 
slowing down, if not a stand¬ 
still. Are we buildiag the right 
sort of houses ? Should we not 
consider those which could at 
a future date be easily con¬ 
verted into flats, to accommo¬ 
date smaller families ? 

He is particularly anxious to 
discuss the plight of American 
cities and how, for instance, 
the still valuable and impor¬ 
tant heart of New York might 
be revitalized. West Germany 
has given a lead in rejecting 
traditional zoning practice); 
and building new factories and 
housing side by side, so thai 
people can live close to rheir 
work. But to suggest that we 
have no problems in common 
with the Third World would be 
“ selfish ”. What about traffic 
congestion in Lagos, for exam¬ 
ple ? 

Mr Oakes expects traffic to 
be one of the main subjects at 
the conference. Almost every 
country is having difficulty* in 
financing public transport, par¬ 
ticularly railways. The growth 
in car ownership may well be 
a direct result of people's 
desire to escape from an in¬ 
creasingly wretched urban 
environment. The ugliuess of 
many towns in northern F.up¬ 
land is all too often excused 
by tbe observation that “ there 
is lovely country close ar 
hand ”, 

Simply not 
a talking shop 

Mr Oakes is not alone in his 
optimism. Professor Duccio 
Turin, Habitat's secretary' gen¬ 
eral, is determined that the 
conference should not be 
merely a “talking shop’’, let 
alone a propaganda exercise. 
He is seeking firm government 
commitments, and is deter¬ 
mined that any final resolution 
should ar least acknowledge 
that the key to the proper 

planning of human sealemer.es 
is public control over 'he 
use—as opposed to public 

ownership—of all land. 

“ The great rd vantage of 
Habitat is that afterwards we 
shall all be speaking the same 
language ”, said Dr Diego 

Arria, tbe Governor of 
Caracas. “ The rime for diplo¬ 
macy and delicacy has ended”.

Even though today’s second 
ballot results are likely to con¬ 
firm the strength of Mr Michael 
Foot’s support in the Labour 
leadership stakes, many doubts 
about hi$ qualifications persist. 
He has only_ mo years minis¬ 
terial experience, he would 
divide the Labour Party, lose all 
its moderate voters to other 
parties, cause a flight from 
sterling. 

Mr Foot, who is 62, believes 
some of these fears are irra¬ 
tional, and bad some soothing 
words for the doubters in' an 
interview at his office in the 
Department of Employment 
yesterday. 

Harold Wilson, he pointed 
out, had been in only two jobs 
before he became Prime Min¬ 
ister in 1964: Under Secretary 
at the Ministry of Works, then 
President of the Board of 
Trade, and had had* only two 
years Cabinet experience. 
“There is also quite a lot of 
politics to be learnt on the 
backbenches of the House of 
Commons, though that may ’ be • 
a peculiar view to propagate, 
including one thing which it 
would be foolish to forget: that 
the House of Commons is the 
place to which ministers are 
answerable ”. 

He believed the main reason 
whv the present incomes poliev 
had a better chance of working 
than any previous one was that 
it had been done through Par¬ 
liament, largely on his own in¬ 
sistence. where he "had faced 
some formidable critics from 
the Tribune Group, as well as 
Conservative Front Bench accu¬ 
sations that ir was an unwork¬ 
able policy and a constitutional 
monstrosity. “But we did get 
it through, and on tbe whole it 
has worked. 

“ Parliament is not a fine old 
monument to which you pay 
obeisance occasionally. It’s the 
instrument to be used to make 
‘things work.” 

Mr Foot recalled that Mr 
W’ilson had also been thought 


too much a man of the left to 
lead a united Labour Party, as 
indeed had Mr Attlee. Cripps 
and Bevan were also thought to 
be excessively of the left to be 
effective, and had had to wait 
for death to be canonized. 
“Tm trying to get in earlier." 

As for the idea that he would 
hand over a large slab of Lab¬ 
our votes to Mrs Thatcher or 
the Liberals, Mr Foot said un¬ 
hesitatingly : “I don’t believe 
politics is a question of finding 
the middle ground and pretend¬ 
ing you feel happier there.

“The politician wbo looks to 
see what is the present politi¬ 
cal atmosphere and says he wilJ 
accommodate to it, never shifts 
anything. Maybe he won’t shift 
public opinion in his favour 
either, Fm not saying there are 
any candidates in the present 
election ro whom that would 

' apply ”, he said, chuckling. 

Mr Foot admitted, without 
any visible regret, that be did 
□Qt know any gnomes, of Zurich 
or elsewhere. But as far as ster- - 
line was concerned, he said 
with the utmost gravity ?•“ I am 

■ absolutely convinced of' the 
necessity for us to bear Infla¬ 
tion. If*we do not, T don’t be¬ 
lieve the Labour Government 
will survive. No gnome who is 
interested in this proposition 
should have any' doubts about 
my desire to beat it, for every 

■ reason.” • • 

There has been some specula¬ 
tion that if,, as is expected, Mr 
Foot Is beaten on the third bal¬ 
lot by Mr Callaghan, he would 
like to move from the Depart¬ 
ment of Employment. This is 
not so: * On. the whole-I'm-'cer¬ 
tain my inclination is' to stay 
on in this job”,'be said. “Ir 
depends partly.-on what hap¬ 
pens generally. But I Want to 
stay here to see the unemploy¬ 
ment figures coming down ixr a 


trig way.” Despite last week’s 
small drop, he thought it would 
be some time before the real 
turning point came. 

He thought a.big drop would 
depend partly on general econo¬ 
mic policy, but partly on devel¬ 
oping altogether new policies 
about the labour market over 
the next four or five years. 
Bringing the figures down 
would- be tiie number one job 
in • the Government and this 
would depend partly on the 
Department of Employment. “ I 


don’t believe anyone can ask 
for a more important -job dran 
that ” he said. *. 

He does not regard import 
controls—advocated by the TUC 
—as any sort of a cure-all. He 
chinks tbe “whole argument 
about them " -needs to be per¬ 
petually considered by. any 
government. 

Mr Foot makes no bones 
about being .on tbe left'of tbe 
Labour Party, and .is delighted 
that he and Mr Benu have 
attracted so much support in

One of that admirable band of South 
Africans wbo five in South Africa 
and resist evil for righteousness' sake 
once sat on my sofa and told me that 
he could supply me with sufficient 
cases of injustice from that country 
to enable me to fill a column every 
day for 50 vears. That was some time 
ago, and I nave long since been com¬ 
pelled to recognize that he was telling 
the literal truth. 

One more of them has just come 
my way; what has happened to this 
recent victim of South African 
tyranny is by no-means as bad. as 
whar many others have suffered, but 
it is significant in a context wider 
than the individual concerned, for 
it helps to give the lie to the .asser¬ 
tion, being assiduously put about by 
tbe South African propaganda 
machine and by apologists for that 
country, that although the fundamen¬ 
tal principles on which Nationalist 
rule-is based win change only very 
gradually, what is called “ petty apar¬ 
theid ”. and means the trivial and- 
pointless indignities to which the non¬ 
white peoples of South Africa are 
subjected, is being rapidly abandoned. 
One who must have a rather realistic 
opinion of how much truth there is 
in that claim is Mr Nvameko Barney 
Pitvaoa. and this «s his story. 

Mr Pityana is 30; he is married, 
with one daughter, and has ' a 
widowed moiher. He is articled ro a 
firm of attorneys, bur is what is 
called by his Anglican Church a 
“ self-supporting ordinand ”—that is, 
one who is studying for the ministry 
and maintaining himself by. working 
at his own trade until he is* ordained. 
He was first marked down by South 
Africa when be was in his final year 
at Fort Hare University (the white- 
run institution for blacks) ; there was 
a student strike, aimed in the words 
of mv informant (who is nor Mr 
Pityana himself or anv member of 
bis familyl at *• forcing the n**w 
rector to treat them as human 
beines ”. and Mr Pitvana was 
expelled for alleged complicity in it. 


(The action was non-violent.) He bad 
been a founder-member of the South 
African Students’ Organization and 
its secretary-general (a paid, -full¬ 
time post) from 1970 to February, 
1973 ; he had previously been presi¬ 
dent of the Anglican Students’ 
Federation. 

For his activities in black student 
affairs Mr Pityana was “banned” in 
February. 1973. He is under house 
arrest at his home in Port Elizabeth, 
from 6 pm to 6 am every weekday 
and at weekends from 1 pm on Satur¬ 
day until 6 am on Monday, and 
throughout all public holidays. He is 
allowed-no visitors except one-clergy¬ 
man ’ and one specified relative, and 
may not meet more than one person 
during the hours he is allowed to be 
out . of his home: as with other 
banned persons, nothing he says may 
be quoted in any form of publication. 

In October, 1974, Mr Pityana was 
arrested under the Terrorism Act, 
taken to a prison io Pretoria and kept 
in solitary confinement for more than . 
six months. He was tortured, and 
also told that if he did not cooperare 
satisfactorily his wife would be de¬ 
tained as well and also “interro¬ 
gated”. He resisted, and was even-, 
tually released : no charge - of- any 
kind was brought against him, nor,- 
of course, was any apology or com¬ 
pensation offered nim. On being re¬ 
leased from prison, he was returned 
to his house arrest, and there then 
began a campaign of harassment. 
aeainst him that is described by one 
whose work brings him detailed and 
direct knowledge of sudi; cases as 
worse than any ever encountered by 
any other banned person. Mr Pityana 
was repeatedly visited by police*, re¬ 
peatedly threatened, repeatedly taken 
in. without warning, for questioning. 
His chief tormentor was one Lieute- • 
nam Ferreira of the Security Police 
(it is not clear how far this man was 
acting on his own, and bow Ear as 
oart of a systematic campaign to 
break Mr Pityana); to -give an 
example of the depths to winch offi¬ 


cial South Africa can sink, I offer 
the fact that on the occasion of tbe 
enthronement of the new Bishop of 
Port Elizabeth, Mr Pityana had 
obtained the necessary special per¬ 
mission to travel to the ceremony, 
but before setting out was seized by 
the police for. further interrogation, 
aod kept' in prison throughout the 
entire weekend of the bishop’s in¬ 
stallation. 

At the end of January, 19/4, his 
mother asked Mr Pityana if he would 
take to live with him two children— 
his half-brother and his cousin— 
because she, with whom they had 
been living, felt that she could not 
control them sufficiently . or keep 
them attending to their studies (they 
were both at school); in any case, he 
had eartier agreed with his mother 
that he would eventually take -over 
the supervision of their education. 
He agreed to* trice the children; 
when," earlier, he had still been living 
with his mother, the children had of 
course been living there, too, and the 
change in the children’s environment 
would therefore have been relatively 
undisturbing for them. Now in South 
Africa (as in the_ Soviet Union—how 
many and how vile are rhe parallels 
between these- two tyranniesI), 
there is-'no freedom of movement 
for. the inhabitants; citizens may not. 
live where they choose. I. stress that 
This does not mean simply that blacks 
may not freely live in areas desig¬ 
nated for whites, but that even within 
black areas blacks may not change 
their address without permission. Mr 
Pityana, possibly thinlting that, since 
at one' time all four members of his 
- family (he, his mother and ’ the boy 
add girl) bad all been registered to 
live in one house, any redistribution 
of the same four people between two 
houses coold hardlv be Objected to, - 
and also because it is in any case 
common practice for children not to 
be registered as seoarate residents, 
did not apply for formal authoriza¬ 
tion for the children to live with- 
hira; additionally, he thought that 


they might at some stage go back 
to live with his mother. 

In July, 1975, Mr Pityana was 
arrested and charged with contraven¬ 
ing his banning order by receiving 
visitors at his home, the “ visitors" 
being the children, his dependants, 
wbo were living with him. (By hav¬ 
ing unregistered children living with 
' him he was technically committing 
an offence, but of a very trivial kind, 
and one which very rarely results 
in prosecution at all, particularly 
when it concerns children; but for 
a banned person to receive visitors 
.is a very serious crime.) Just before 
■ the arrest, Lieurenanr Ferreira had 
i told him that, since the children were 
not registered to live at Mr Pityana’s 
lome, they ought not to be there: 
but Mr Pityana told him that the 
question of registration was nothing 
to do with the Security Police, but 
was one for the Township Superin¬ 
tendent. But. what is far more signifi- 
. cant, Ferreira, sometimes accom¬ 
panied by other Security Police 
officers, had visited the house and 
seen the children on numerous 
earlier occasions, during the course 
of the persistent persecution; on none 
of- these occasions was any reference 
made to -the children not being per¬ 
mitted there, even on the grounds 
that they were not registered. 

* Mr- Pityana’s trial was a farce 
notable even by South Africa’s stan¬ 
dards ; there is one prolonged pas¬ 
sage of a-positively surrealist nature, 
in which it gradually becomes clear 
that, although the case concerns an 
alleged breach-.of a ba nn i n g order, 
the magistrate hying it did not even 
know .mat banning involves house 
arrest' He kept blundering about 
(“ ..-' I don’t .seem to follow this 
now'You know, I don’t seem, to 
follow this at all. -- this is absolutely 
beyond me, Mr Prosecutor . 
unable to understand why Mr Pityana 
.kept saying that he couldn’t do any¬ 
thing outside his- own home after 
6 pm. (Suddenly, a great light . 
dawned: “I see.,Well, now it rings 


a bell . . . Now I’ve got 'll” It’s ev 
funnier. I may say, if you read; 
aloud in a van der Merwe accent.)! 

Another item all too characters 
of police states transpired at ( 
trial; when, shortly before be: 
arrested for the alleged breach i 
banning order, Mr Pityana \) 
warned that the children were i 
registered to live with him, a c> 
stable (not from the Security Pol fa 
came aud took him to the Towns! 
Superintendent to clear up the mat 
of the children’s registration. He v 
there shown a copy of his restrict: 
order, which said nothing about I 
being forbidden to have lodgers 
his home. When the restriction oro 
became Exhibit B at his trial, ho 
ever, it had somehow acquired ji 
such an endorsement. 

There are other striking deta 
dotted about this vignette of Sou 
African justice: when the child* 
were brought into court to be iden, 
fied. for instance, Mr Pityana stor 
weeping in the witness box, at wbii 
his wife, who was in the public g:; 
lery, in turn became so distress- 
that she had to leave the court. A 
the magistrate said was: “For tl 
record, what are their names, K 
Interpreter ? " 

Mr Pityana was found guilty, 
course, and sentenced to six month 
imprisonment. The appeal is expect!- 
to be heard shortly, the case itse 
having been heard in September ar' 
October of last year. (In Britain ji' 
tice moves slowly; in South Afric- 
it seems, it is injustice that dawdles: 
The most likely outcome, accordiil 
to mv sources, is that the appeal w.'-i 
be dismissed but that the senten<! 
may be reduced. In any event, wbc 
he comes out of prison, or if tl' 
conviction is quashed, he will go bac 
to his life of house arrest; no visitor- 
no public mention of anything h. 
may.say, and—now—without the ch? 
dren to cheer his desolate life. An 
also, no doubt, with renewed visiw 
from Lieutenant Ferreira.

Later, with reporters back on 
duty, Rafael wished the Prime 
Minister luck in his new role 
as the Infant Elder Statesman. 
The ambassador was wearing 
the exclusive tie of the 
Chequers Club, given to him 
by Wilson two weeks ago. Tbe 


club, said Rafael, had been re¬ 
ferred to in The Times as the 
most distinguished in Britain, 
and could not resist adding: 
“I am happy that this friendly 
occasion has brought aboat an 
unusual concurrence of opinion 
between The Times and the 
Prime Minister.” 

The jovial Wilson congratu¬ 
lated the organizers of the 
lunch on their timing and fore¬ 
sight-better than the press, he 
said, who gor ir wrong. Reports 
that he was retiring were also 
wrong: he was merely being 
redeployed. But he revealed 
that he had forgiven the press 
all their sins sufficiently- to 
agree to open the new Daily 
Express building in Fleet 
Street.

P. H. Simpligessverk, my econo¬ 
mics correspondent, discusses 
the latest prediction of Britain’s 
economic collapse : 

Regular readers of my ana¬ 
lyses will not be surprised at 

the latest renew by the so- 
called “ Cambridge econo¬ 
mists ” and its dire findings. 
(Indeed, if I have any regular 
readers, it is probable that they 
are incapable of being sur¬ 
prised by anything.) Briefly, 
the sages conclude that, unless 
things improve, they are likely 
to get a great deal worse. A 
third possibility—that things 
will remain very much, as they 


. are—is regarded as unlikeb 
though it is not ruled out . 

They say that under “ presec 
arrangements” (a technic* 
term meaning arrangements a 
they are at present) unemplov 
menr is Ekely to increase gee 
metrically. Extrapolation 
(another technical term) fron 
the present figures show tha 
by 1984 the number of unem 
ployed will exceed the avaOabh 
work force, and all that thi- 
entails. They dismiss the recen: 
drop in unemployment as being 
caused by “seasonal factors- 
and forecast that such facrorv 
could increase as the new Ice 
Age approaches. 

The Cambridge ** economists ” 
have always and quite un¬ 
ashamedly shared the view of 
the Keynesians (followers of 
Milton Keynes, professor of 
English poetry at the Open Uni¬ 
versity) that the wage-cost push 
and high unemployment are not 
incompatible with a recession 
and that any drop in the pool 
of unemployed is likely to 
create ripples which will spread 
far beyond the immediate. They 
also snare the Keynesians’ pen¬ 
chant for writing extremeK 
long sentences. 

For an expert comment 
went to visit Dr Bernard Chal 
font, Solzhenitsyn Professor o 
Cataclysm at the University o 
Buckingham. When I arrive 
he was busy building the cor 
crete defensive bunker o

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THE DEFICIT SHOULD BE CUT 


. Shore-term, economic forecast¬ 
ing is not the central purpose of 
Monday's arresting Economic 
Policy Review prepared by the 
Cambridge University Depart- 
. meat of Applied Economics. Its 
■ main message is that, whether 
.we SOt. fa «t or slow growth m 
the next few years, the British 
economy win be confronted with 
intolerable pressures, unless the 
commitment to international free 
trade is abandoned by the 
United Kingdom and import 
controls imposed. 

Their view is that if we get 
: fast enough growth to reduce 
unemployment then the balance 
• of payments will plunge into an 
IfTifin ancable deficit over the 
years to 1980. If, on the other 
:hand, growth is sufficiently re¬ 
strained to protect the balance 
of payments, then unemploy¬ 
ment will rise above one and a 
half million and inflation will 
.be powerfully reinforced by the 
gap between the probable rise in 
money wages and the actual in¬ 
crease in output. 

It is increasingly probable 
that the economic recovery in 
all industrial countries (and in 
the United Kingdom in particu¬ 
lar) W?IJ be less rapid and less 
strong t h an most people now 
seem to expect. The initial phase 
of upswing associated with 
restocking after a recession of 
unusual length and severity, may 
be sharp enough to give the im¬ 
pression of a general economic 
recovery in line with the expert- 
1 gnee-. of other past business 
cycles. The continuing sense of 
business uncertainty, primarily 
associated with continuing high 
levels of inflation will, however, 
almost certainly play its part in 
ensuring that an investment 
boom is not added to the initial 
recovery itself. Further, the 
tighter monetary conditions that 
are likely to be maintained by 
most monetary authorities in 
response to price inflation itself, 
will keep the upswing in check. 
Finally, the overall economic 


policies in Japan and western 
Europe will not even be aiming 
al tbe levels of real growth 
which were the targets of pre¬ 
vious cycles. 

These indications that the top 
of the next business peak may 
well be lower than the last may 
be taken by some as evidence 
that the Chancellor is free in his 
forthcoming budget to stimulate 
the economy by a significant 
amount. Such a conclusion would 
be damaging and dangerous. 
First, the initial part of the up¬ 
swing may be surprisingly sharp 
and is already well under way, 
as restocking takes place. It 
would be wrong to increase the 
inflationary pressures of. bottle¬ 
necks in the short terra. 
Secondly, however, and more 
importantly, we share the Cam¬ 
bridge view that, even if it is less 
in real terms than last time, the 
expansion of the economy 
already in train will be stronger 
than the economy in the longer 
term can sustain in its present 
condition. 

We subscribe to the strategic 
analysis that the British economy 
contains fundamental weak¬ 
nesses, almost contradictions^ 
which mean that there is no 
“ just right ”, or even com¬ 
promise, rate of expansion that 
will reconcile the conflicting 
objectives of high employment, 
stable prices and external 
balance. 

We disagree, however, with the 
Cambridge emphasis that the 
basic defect is the deep-seated 
weakness of Britain’s external 
trade performance at any 
sustainable rate of exchange. The 
problem would be just as great, 
if Britain were a “closed 
economy ” with no external 
trade at alL The crux of the 
matter is that collective bargain¬ 
ing, however restrained by 
incomes policies from time to 
time, can only be reconciled 
with high employment at the 
price of progressively accelerat¬ 


ing inflation. This system is 
demonstrably explosive and 
therefore unstable. 

There ' are, indeed, already 
signs that the situation is getting 
worse ratiier than better. The 
strength of the expansion already 
in the pipeline is beginning to 
manifest itself in output, spend¬ 
ing and employment statistics. 
When the prospective budget 
deficit, the probable turn-round 
in personal savings as consumer 
confidence begins to revive and 
the almost inevitable growth of 
the money supply, when credit 
demand picks up, are added to 
this, the chances are that another 
classic public and private con¬ 
sumption boom will be under 
way by this time next year. Even 
if the spontaneous expansion 
were _ to^ falter, the pressures to 
sustain h by government action, 
lest unemployment should re¬ 
sume its upward path, will be 
hard for any administration to 
res^t. 

The Cambridge group con¬ 
clude that, while the Chancellor 
should probably increase taxa¬ 
tion in the budget, in order to 
restrain consumer demand at 
home, he should also control 
manufactured imnorts generally 
in order to stimulate British out¬ 
put. We conclude that the first 
priority is to prevent at all costs 
any strong resumed expansion 
of the money supply and that, if 
this is nor to lead to an abrupt 
increase in long-term interest 
rates, the budget deficit must be 
cut substantially below the £10- 
£12,000m now in prospect for 
1976-77. This will of course 
mean that, by the standards of 
previous economic cycles, the 
recession will be longer and the 
recovenr weaker than it would 
otherwise be. But It would also 
mean that, at last^ the British 
economy was pointed in the 
direction of that long-term 
stability, without which no em¬ 
ployment and prosperity can be 
for long sustained. 


THE US AND THE EUROPEAN COMMUNISTS 


The word is being passed around 
Washington that the presence of 
communist ministers in Western 
governments would portend the 
end of Nato. That this is not 
right does not diminish the fact 
that the United States is faced 
with a difficult dilemma as it 
sees communists advancing to 
within sight of cabinet seats in 
Italy and possibly even in 
France. 

- If the United States savs that 
the gdrance is inevjrable and 
.Acceptable it strengthens the 
communists and further de- 
moraines the non-communists, 
especially the Christian Demo¬ 
crats of Italy. This is the main 
reason wbv it has not talked 
with the Italian communists or 
authorized the special waiver 
that would be necessary to «rrant 
them visas to the United States. 
But if it huffs and puffs and 
issues dire warnings it provokes 
nationalist resentment and en¬ 
sures that the situation will be 
even, more difficult if the com¬ 
munists do acquire a share of 
power. 

The best way out of this 
dilemma is to try to stick to the 
cool truth rather than strike 
tactical postures. Obviously it 
is undesirable that communists 


should enter west European 
governments in Italy, France or 
anywhere else. Obviously, too, 
it is not inevitable that they will, 
and nothing should be done to 
make it more likely. But the 
possibility omens up a very- 
mixed bag of implications and 
options which need not lead 
uncontrollably to disaster. 

Of course there would be 
severe difficulties. American 
public opinion would feel that 
an alliance set up against com¬ 
munist expansion had been in¬ 
filtrated by the enemy and was 
therefore not worth defending. 
The issue could also enter the 
West German election campaign, 
with the Christian Democrat 
raising the spectre of com¬ 
munism crpeoi.ng uo from the 
south and the Social Democrats 
reciting that the trouble 
originates with the failures of 
Italian Christian Democrats and 
the absence of an effective 
social democratic partv as a bar¬ 
rier aeain*t the exr*-eme left. 
Nato would have to look to its 
security nrocedur^s and there 
would have to be new con- 
tineenev plans. 

The damage would, however, 
be more limited if it were not 
exaggerated in advance. The 


Italian communists are acutely 
aware of the risk of provoking 
a right-wing reaction, which is 
one reason why they seek a 
coalition with the Christian 
Democrats and contin uin g 
membership of Nato. They are 
also deeply at odds with Moscow, 
so that many of them would 
regard Nato as necessary 
protection against Russian 
imperialism. They could also be 
a valuable influence in sustaining 
Yugoslav independence, which 
they regard as necessary to 
their own independence. Moscow 
itself is worried by the influence 
which heretical Italian com¬ 
munism has in eastern Europe. 

If, therefore, the problem is 
seen in political more than 
military terms, and.with all its 
interacting implications and 
openings for influence by the 
European Community, it offers 
far more opportunities for 
judicious management than if 
presented as a stark and un¬ 
avoidable threat leading straight 
to the abyss. Dr Kissinger needs 
to beware of self-fulfilling 
prophecies. He is in danger of 
building up a confrontation that 
will increase the dangers he 
seeks to avert. 


Use of roads and railways 

Professor L. Fishman 
Sir,, Professor Buchanan again 
reminds us (March 20) that we must 
come to terms with the motor 
vehicle. But what are the terms ? 
Are we to continue the process of 
•he past 60 years, in which motor 
vaudes. Dr rather, people mis-using 
niotor vehicles, have ravaged towns 
jttd city centres, killed and maimed 
hundreds of thousands of people, 
eroded public transport systems, 
made most neighbourhoods a net¬ 
work of roadways and garages (with 
houses attached), destroyed much 
°f our natural environment, and 
wasted millions of pounds ? Per¬ 
haps the greatest tragedy of all is 
mat no ** expert ”, least of all Pro¬ 
fessor Buchanan, has any remedy 
except that we must reconcile our¬ 
selves to more of the same. 

Our primary aim now, before it is 
too late, should be to plan a long¬ 
term strategy which would enable 
society to use the motor vehicle 
rationally, and thus halt, or even 
reverse, the environmental and 
human damage which has so far 
resulted from its unplanned and 
unbridled use. This strategy must be 
firmly based on tbe concept of 
int^rated transport, which would 
provide a real and economic choice 
of many forms of transport to 
the general public, through the 
mechanism of transport centres in 
every dty, town, and neighbourhood. 
Different concentrations of industry 
and population would warrant 
different types of centres, but all 
would enable society to control and 
channel transport along socially 
agreed channels. 

As an example, any railway 
station, such as Euston, would 
become a major centre. Not only 
would trains, tube, taxis, and buses 
be available; but rental cars and 
cycles would also be integrated into 
the station. Underground stations, 
bus depots, and neighbourhood 
garages would be used as smaller 
centres, in which similar choices 
wonld be available on a more 
limited scale. Equally important, 
new estates and council develop¬ 
ments would be designed with a 
transport centre as a focal point; 
and new types of transport (such 
as electric cars) could be introduced 
without great personal expense and 
inconvenience. Villages and small 
towns would evolve a centre, prob¬ 
ably based on a garage, which would 
provide car-hire, flexible dub 
service, and shared journeys. 

The inexorable rise of privately 
Owned motor cars on the roads can 


not be slowed and halted unless the 
rental of cars becomes economically 
and conveniently available for every¬ 
one, and unless there are other 
viable alternatives which are equally 
available at integrated transport 
centres. Once it is recognized that 
the issue is not car versus public 
transport, but chaos versus planned 
and integrated choices, we will 
begin to “ solve * the transport 
problem, and at a lower cost. 

The industrial lorry problem 
would similarly come closer to a 
solution once industrial parks were 
sited and planned with an industrial 
transport centre as their focal 
point. Containerization now enables 
different companies and different 
types of loads to be coordinated, 
allowing for Interchangeability 
between rail, road, and ship, ana 
could minimize the number of less- 
than-full loads and empty return 
journeys. Integrated transport will 
not happen by itself; it must be 
built in to the structure of our 
planning. Transport centres are one 
way to do this, perhaps the only 
realistic way.

Original Bowdkrizer 

From Dr Susan Shatto 
Sir, Dr Norman Vance (March 24) 
reminds us that the author of 
Bowdler’s Family Shakespeare was 
not a Victorian. May I remind your 
readers that the real author of 
Bowdler’s Family Shakespeare was 
not Dr Bowdler, but his celebrated 
bluestocking sister, _ Henrietta 
Maria, known as Harriet. 

The first edition of The Family 
Shakespeare (20 P lays, infour 

volumes) was-published in Bam in 
1807. The preface was unsigned 
and the editor remained anonymous, 
but Harriet’s family and friends 
knew the work to be hers. She had 
.already written (in 1786) a book of 
poems and essays which went into 
many editions. And she had pub¬ 
lished (anonymously) the best¬ 
selling sermons on the Doctrines 
and Duties of Christumrtp (4th 
edition, 1803). This excellent 
volume was thought to be from tbe 
pen of a clergyman, and the Bishop 
of London invited the author to 
accept a parish fa bis diocese. The 
year after The Family Shakespeare 
appeared, Harriet edited and pub¬ 


lished (anonymously) a book which 
became very popular in religious 
circles. Fragments m Prose and 
Verse, by a Young Lady, Lately 
Deceased. In 1818 she published 
(anonymously) a volume of poems, 
and after her death in 1830 
appeared a novel (Pen Tamar, or 
the Bistory of an Old Maid. 1830) 
and an essay on “ The Proper 
Employment of Time, Talents, and 
Fortune ” (1836). 

When the second and revised 
edition of The Family Shakespeare 
was published in 10 volumes in 
1818) Dr Bowdleris name appeared 
as editor. Harriet, like other 
women writers of the period, bad 
many times shrunk from tbe lime¬ 
light of tbe title page. And cer¬ 
tainly, as a spinster past middle age, 
she might not want the public to 
know that her understanding of 
Shakespeare was sufficient to 
expurgate it. Dr Bowdler edited all 
36 plays but used Harriet’s edition 
as a basis for editing tbe 20 plays 
which she bad expurgated. He 
restored much that Harriet had cut 
but also cut much that she had let 
stand. This second edition of The 
Family Shakespeare made Dr 
Bowdler and his surname famous. 
And _ nowadays we forget that 
Harriet was the original Bowdler- 
izer, and not Thomas.

TUC and worker 
participation 

From the General Secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress 
Sir, To correct tbe misleading im¬ 
pression conveyed in today’s Times 
(March 29) by Mr Hugh Stephen¬ 
son, that he TUC has “changed 
its mind ” on its policy on 
industrial democracy, perhaps 
you will allow me to restate 
very briefly the clear position 
of the TUC, which was reiterated 
as recently as last week in a sup¬ 
plementary note of evidence sub¬ 
mitted by the Genera] Council to 
tbe Bullock Committee. 

Our central proposal is that there 
must be a pew structure of company 
law for large companies, with work¬ 
ers and shareholders being equally 
represented on the main policy 
board. The decision on whether 
workers' representatives should par¬ 
ticipate in this way will be taken 
through trade union machinery on a 
company by company basis; the new 
Companies Act would give tbe 
necessary statutory backing to this. 

This has for some time been the 
central proposition in our policy. 
We hare welcomed the Govern¬ 
ment's intention to legislate in the 
1976-77 session, and I am quite sure 
that within a short time of the new 
Companies Act becoming operative 
the great majority of trade unions 
will demonstrate their practical 
support for this new dimension of 
involvement in tbe decision-making 
processes of British industry.

Freeing the council house serfs 


From Mr Richard Edmonds 
Sir. We endorse the view of your 
leading article (Freeing the council 
serfs ? March 231, that the dispersal 
of council housing in the ways 
advanced by Mr Frank Field and 
Mr Peter Walker would lose for the 
country an inestimable economic 

asset. We agree that the oppor¬ 
tunity to exploit historic costs 
through cross-subsidy between for- 
lunate and disadvantaged, authori¬ 
ties has never been sufficiently In¬ 
vestigated. 

The financial calculation for 
such a scheme have already been 
outlined by the Housing Centre 
Trust in its'recently published evid¬ 
ence to the Secretary of State’s 
housing finance review. The for¬ 
mula would cater for authorities 
burdened with improvement pro¬ 
grammes as well as new building. 
Built-in safeguards, including the 
use of gross values, _wotdd prevent 
any geographical redistribution con¬ 
trary to need and would preserve 
the 'freedom for each authority to 
fix individual rents. By distin¬ 
guishing the mortgage, or equity, 
element from the service element 
in the rents charged new forms of 
tenure or contract are made easier. 

Such a svstera would have tbe 
further merit of making ir possible 
for public housing to receive sub¬ 
sidy hy way of relief on its mort¬ 
gage interest on the same terms as 
o-vner-nccupiers are relieved of tax 
on their mortgage interest, thereby 
achieving a better financial and 
political balance between ownin': 
and renting. No other alternative 
appears to prevent rents from ris- 
inc faster than earnings, unless sub¬ 
sidies are further increased at the 
cost of investment in new housing 
or improvement as_ has been the 
of the last five years. 

The lack of any objective system 
of rent firing of the kind we pro- 
nose encourages the setting of rents 
hv political bargaining. It is this 
danger, as much as management 
patterns, which may suvnest the 
condition of dependency for coun¬ 
cil tenants which Mr Field de¬ 
plores. It fosters tbe idea of wel¬ 
fare housing reserved for the very 
poorest, a trend which would be 
socially undesirable.

Sir. Mr BaKe (March 25i asks for 
debate on His letter. The National 
House-Builders Registration Coun¬ 


cil, controlled by nominees of em¬ 
ployers, unions, consumers, pro¬ 
fessions and building societies, put 
this middle view in recent evidence 
to the Secretary of State, 

A family with the national aver¬ 
age income moving into a new 
council house outside London will 
typically pay a rent of £6 or £7 a 
week, IE the same family buy a 
house of the same standard they 
will, on average, pav £2,000 ’for 
deposit and up to £12'a week after 
tax. Obviously, the tenant is much 
better off in the short term. 

In the long term, comparisons 
between the tenant in the rent con¬ 
trolled tenancy nr in a council 
house, and the owner occupier are 
complex. If the tenant puts the 
money he saves in ihe shorr terra 
(ic, £2,000 on deposit plus, say, £6 
a week in weekly outgoings) in 
Index Linked Bonds, and Capital 
Gains Tax free Government stock, 
it is a moot point whether after, 
say, 30 years. :ie will be better off 
or worse off than the owner occu¬ 
pier. This will depend on the rate 
at which rents increase, and the 
rate of capital appreciation of house 
values, compared to the rate of 
capital appreciation of investment. 

If the renter chooses not to sa' C 
but spend, he will be worse off in 
the long run; bur he will havr 
enjoyed a higher standard of living 
meanwhile, aud will probably end 
up with a rent rebate when he be¬ 
comes a pensioner. 

Tn those circumstances it can be 
seen that glib comments about pam¬ 
pered council tenants, or the tax 
advantages of owner occupiers, are 
over simplistic; they conceal more 
oF the truth than they reveal. What 
is certain is that our present sys¬ 
tem rends to channel those with 
slightly below average incomes to¬ 
ward renting, because this is the 
only way in which they can get 
high initial subsidy. 

This is a distortion of choice and 
is an unnecessarily expensive sys¬ 
tem in terms of cal! on public ex¬ 
penditure. It would be slightly 
cheaper to help manv lower income 
families on the waiting lists to buy 
than to rent, because private homes 
are built more cheaply.^ because 
owners do their own maintenance 
and management, and because 
owners are willing ra put in a 
higher proportion of their income.

Law on obscenity 

From the Director of the Nationwide 
Festival of Light 

Sir, There are powerful arguments 
in support of vour leading article of 
March 25. which rejects the Law 
Commission's suggestion that the 
exhibition and distribution of films 
should be tidily swept into the arms 
of the 1959 Obscene Publications 
Act. Your report of the House of 
Lords debate on March 24 shows 
that public and Parliamentary con¬ 
cern over the working of this dis- 
credited Act is now widespread and 
increasing. 

The restraint of the exhibition of 
obscene films was intended by both 
Bouses of Parliament to be left to 
the Common Law. This straight¬ 
forward test of indecent public 
exhibition was applied last June by 
a randomly selected jury of citizens 
at the Central Criminal Court. They 
were able to reach a unanimous 
conclusion about a particular film. 
It is the Common Law which points 
the best way forward for any new 
statute. 

The Post Office Acts and Customs 
legislation on prohibition of imports 
already use the straightforward con¬ 
cept of indecency. Now is not the 
time to abolish the Common Law 
offence. The . Commission also 
appeared to have overlooked the 
difficulty caused by Lord Widgery’s 
ruling (in R v Anderson) that 
“obscene” for the purposes of the 
Act meant, and meant rmly. that 
which has an effective tendency to 
deprave and corrupr. 

However, it is good to see that 
the Commission believe that the dis¬ 
tributors of obscene films should be 
subject to legal restraint- The Court 
of Appeal recently ruled that dis¬ 
tributors were not liable under the 
1959 Act. 

A presumably more sensible 
definition of the limits of the public 
good defence proposed by the Com¬ 
mission is to be welcomed, but they 
propose it on the assumption that 
the 1959 Act provides the best model 


for cinematograph legislation, which 
it does not. 

Tbe most serious of all these pro¬ 
posals is the restriction uoon the 
institution of proceedings, which the 
Commission suggests should be con¬ 
fined to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions or those who can 
obtain his consenr. The precedent 
of the Theatres Act (which contains 
a similar restrictiool is not as en- 
couraeing as the Commission appear 
to think. , , . .. 

Parliament never debated this 
issue fully when the Theatres Bill 
was being considered. It was touched 
upon in a Fridav morning debate on 
a Private Member’s Bill when less 
than forty Members were present. 
The principal result of this restric¬ 
tion has been the sanctioning of only 
one (provincial) prosecution under 
the Act since it became law. More 
than twenry other cases of prima 
facie ohscene stage performances 
have been referred to the Attoroev 
General since 1968. Friends of 
genuine theatre who deplore the 
present pervasive diet of stave sex 
in the West End might not like the 
Lord Chamberlain back, but at least 
thev ought to knoiv that he has been 
replaced by the Attomev General, 
whose influence is equally powerful 
—but in the reverse direction. The 
Theatres Act has manifestly failed 
to control stage obscenity. 

The introduction of such g clause 
must be resisted on exactly the same 
grounds as it was by the Attorney 
General when it was proposed for 
the 1959 Obscene Publications Act 
( Hansard , April 24, 1959). In 

response to the Attorney General’s 
overwhelming case at that time, Mr 
Jenkins withdrew the clause which 
would have forbidden the private 
citizen to institute proceedings 
unless he had obtained the per¬ 
mission of tbe Attorney General. 
Such □ provision must ooi be slipped 
In anywhere else.

Conditions in Brazil 

From Mr G. L. Playfair 
Sir, Mr Tam Dalyell’s letter (March 
12 ) is an astonishing document. 
Rightly pointing out that two weeks 
in Brazil do not make him “ any 
kind of authority" be_ then pro¬ 
ceeds to give a series of impressions 
that wili strike anyone who, like 
myself, spent mare than 10 years 
in'that country as misleading if not 
totally false. 

Passing over such details as the 
fact that Mr Dalyell has managed 
ra misspell the names of every 
Brazilian he met and also that of 
the country’s largest city, what 
really amazes me is his evident 
determination to whitewash a 
country against which even the con¬ 
servative .American Mr William 
Buckley has spoken our very force¬ 
fully. (He ivas able to find plenty 
of evidence for violation of human 
rights on a trip of even less than 
Mr DaiycH's two weeks.) 

Suggestions that Brazilians arc do¬ 
ing no worse thar. our Mr Rees is 
doing in Northern Ireland are out¬ 
rageous. Does Mr Rccs haul people 
off the stre.-t and retim their 
bodies to their families later with 
a note “ committed suicide while in 
prison ’’ ? Does he hang people on 
wells and give them electric shocks 
in their genitals ? Or does he simply 
drop their corpses in rhe river? I 
could fill this page with first-hand 
accounts of such atrocities from 
Brazil, many of which have been 
presented to rhe UN Human Rights 
Commission. 

To mention just one: only weeks 
after Mr Dalyell visited that island 
prison near Recife with its “ ideal 
conditions ”, my friend Fred Morris 
—a Methodist missionary and 
fel 5 ow-journalist—was arrested in a 
Recife srreet and submitted to 
tortures so horrifying that the 
United States Ambassador lodged a 


formal protest with the Brazilian 
Government, based on the testimony 
of his own consul. 

The Brazilian Ambassador has 
stated (February 27) in there 
columns chat President Geiscl is 
“making honest efforts" in “curb¬ 
ing violations of human rights”. 
To my knowledge, this is the first 
rime a Brazilian Government official 
has admitted that such rights arc 
being violated. This is a welcome 
sign of a concern totally absc-nt i:> 
rhe Medici and-Costa c Silva admini¬ 
strations. But J will only be 
impressed by Geisel's alleged inten¬ 
tions when he starts bringing his 
more notorious torturers to trial. 

Brazil is a large and complex 
country. Its present situation cannot 
be reduced to simple black c-nd 
white terms. There is a great deal 
of good there as well as evil. I have 
met several senior government 
officials ard policemen who arc 
admirable human beings. ! have 
also stared down the barrel of a 
gun held bv a police officer with 
the uneasy feeling that I was in the 
presence of a criminal psychopath. 

On the other hand, I am sure 
Mr Healey could learn a lor from 
Ambassador Campos fa former 
planning minister) about how to save 
an economy that was in far worse 
shape 10 years ago than ours is 
today. But we cannot expect Brazil 
suddenly tn welcome Amnesty 
International ivirb guided tours of 
its jails where political prisoners 
are held (if there are any left alive 

by now). 

A European colleague of mine 
was recently refused permission to 
visit Dartmoor, no reason being 
given. 

The only consolation I can draw 
from Mr Dalydi’s letter is that the 
Labour Party has its bizarre factions 
on the* right as well as tbe left 
Yours, etc.

Cutting down on 
youth clubs 

From Mr Dcnnta Stevenson and 
Lord Spencer 

Sir, One of rhe most disturbing 
features of current cuts ic local 
authority spending is the reduc¬ 
tion of essential services far young 
people (far example the dating 
and running down of youth clubs 
in rural areas, where there is r.o 
alternative, and inner dry stress 
areas where the need for them Is 
greatest). 

As chairmen of two of the major 
voluntary yout.i organizations in 
the United Kingdom we are writ¬ 
ing r.m so much to bemoan this 
fall in government expenditure but 
to emphasize the challenge it holds 
out to government, industry and in¬ 
dividuals alike to make best use 
of the potential that exists to pro¬ 
vide these services through volun¬ 
tary effort and work. What can be 
done in practice to stimulate the 
voluntary enterprise and provision? 

First, money. There now 
a large number of national and local 
voluntary youth organizations with 
a proven competence in harnessing 
volunteers and voluntary effort ra a 
small professional staff so as to pro¬ 
duce far greater output than gov¬ 
ernment organizations. Let govern¬ 
ment. industry and individual 
citizens give that little bit extra 
to such movements to enable them 
to expand so as to meet the gaps 
created by the fall in statutory pro¬ 
vision. 

_ Then, people. Many adults would 
like to take on a voluntary rule, 
but do not know how. Some have 
the personality that would be be't 
used in face to face work with the 
young; let them approach the res¬ 
ponsible voluntary movements and 
became involved" in leadership. 
Others have the management skills 
to help in policy making, fund raid¬ 
ing and administration whether 
nationally or locally; le: them 
approach their voluntary organiza¬ 
tions to make these badly needed 
skills available. People often ask 
how they can be of use. NAYC and 
NABC are bur two of a number of 
well organized voluntary movements 
able to provide to those who offer 
their services adequate support 3nd 
practical guidance. 

In no way do we endorse the 
rundown in government expendi¬ 
ture in the youth service; it was 
already pitifully low. However, we 
hope that at least the shock it 
causes may stimulate voluntary 
efforts ra meet the gap in provision 
all over the countrv.

Policies for Rhodesia 

From Mr David Tudor-Pole 
Sir, In considering political realities 
in southern Africa I wonder if some 
thought can be given to the position 
of black Rhodesians serving ?-ir 
Smith's regime: I refer to soldier-., 
policemen and civil and domestic 
servants of the white population. 
Insofar as they serve an illegal 

g overnment they may well officially 
e regarded as having forfeited any 
claim to protection front the British 
Crown. 

For rhe same reason they may 
also come to be regarded as traitors 
to Zimbabwe, although at no time 
have they enioyed—in practical 
terms—much measure of choice. 
Imperceptibly they have been 
pushed into their predicament by 
die economic and social pressures 
exerted by their white masters. 

When rhe chips are down it is 
possible (even probable on humani¬ 
tarian grounds) that an, airlift or 
other means of escape will be open 
to the whire minority. But what of 
the black ? Is it realistic to suppose 
that they will not be left to a fate 
similar to that accorded to col¬ 
laborators in European countries 
liberated in 1945? Their only hope 
seems to be that a black government 
of Zimbabwe will “ astonish the 
world" by exercising a greater 
degree of toleration and statesman¬ 
ship than was exampled in Europe 
and rhe USSR. May it be so.

A landlord's financial inability 
tii " provide and maintain a lift '* 
for the me of tenants in com- 
pliance with a covenant in a lease 
docs n*H operate to frustrate his 
obligation under ir. nor does it 
constitute' a defence to a claim for 
specific performance of the 
covenant. 

Judge Rubin so heid in granting 
Mr> Kathleen Dorothy Francis, 
tenant of a flat in Nei-ern Man¬ 
sions. Kensington, an order for 
specific performance of the cove¬ 
nant against her landlords, Cow- 
cliff Ltd. 

Mr Geoffrey jjques for the 
tenant: Mr j. J. Davis for the 
landlords. 

HIS LORDSHIP said that the 
tenant, a widow of 70. had lived in 
a flat on the Third floor of Nevem 
Mansion^ for 40 years. The land¬ 
lords, by rlaiuus in a lease granted 
to her by their predecessors in 
ntie, had covenanted tn keen the 
exterior of the premises and all 
parrs «if the building, including 
hall, staircase and passage not the 
subject of that or any other Jer- 
ing. in good repain and to pro¬ 
tide sen-ires “where facilities 
exist to provide and maintain a lift 
or lifts for the use of -inane in the 
building Part of such facilities 
was the provision of a hydraulic 
lift, which operated until Feb¬ 
ruary, 1972. 

On August 13. 1972. the rever¬ 
sion was assigned to the present 
landlords, who financed the pur¬ 
chase by way of a loan mortgage. 

In February. 1975, the tenant 
commenced proceedings. She 
sought an order that the landlords 
provide a lift in working order and 


In lieu or in addition to the order. 

The landlords did sot dispute 
breach of covenant but denied the 
tenant’s right to have specific per¬ 
formance on the basis that it was 
Impractical for them to provide a 
lift: ox the trial they were given 
leave, on terns, to amend their 
defence that their obligation ander 
the covenants had been frustrated. 

There were three issues. Were 
the landlords excused from per¬ 
forming their obligation under the 
covenants because performance 
had been frustrated ? If not, was 
the tenant entitled to specific per¬ 
formance ? If not, what measure of 
damages was appropriate in lieu ? 

His Lordship, after reviewing toe 

facts, concluded dial the lack of a_ __ 

working lift had been a serious piperitaT[J9>4] Ch 93). 
Inconvenience and hardship to Mrs 


created a continuing or furore obli¬ 
gation: but in MS judgment the 
landlords’ Ose was a long way 
from fru str a tion. The fact that 
they could not raise die necessary 
money for the worie did not make 
the ddng to be done different from 
that contracted for. 

The tenant retied on section 125 
of the Housing Act, 1974, which 
enabled the court to grant specific 
performance of a repairing cove¬ 
nant “ relating to any pare of the 
premises in wbich the dwelling is 
comprised”: and on the general 
principle that, in an appropriate 
case, the court would decree speci¬ 
fic performance of an agreement to 
build it certain conditions were 
satisfied: Jeiote v Queens Cross 


Frauds. The evidence showed that 
restoration of the lift would be too 
costiv and that installation of a 
new ‘ lift would cost £24,646. of 
which the landlords had paid a 
little orer £4.000 for a lift which 
was waiting to be Installed. 

Th* landlords’ only reason for 
not proceeding with rhe work was 
that rhev did not have adequate 
finance. Accounts for the relevant 
periods showed that they bad a 
bank overdraft of £16,525 and that 
rhev Hired the Inland Revenue 

£20.1100: both were pressing for 

payment. Clearly* the landlords 
were insolvent and unable to meet 
their debts unless further finance 
was provided from outside sources. 

.The landlords said that no fur¬ 
ther finance was forthcoming 
because of the property market 
collapse. It was argued that the 
refusal of the landlords’ mortgagee 
to make further advances released 
them from further performance of 
the covenants. 

His Lordship accepted that the 
doctrine of frustration applied to a 


making any but the most specula¬ 
tive arrangements fop such finance. 

For those reasons an Order for 
specific performance would be 
made. It was said that it would 
inevitably result in the- company- 
bciltg wound up. Even if that: rare 
so it did. not seem to hfs Lordship 
to be any reason why the tenant 
should nob have her order. In any 
event he was far tram satisfied that 
the guarantors of the mortgage 
loan would not provide the necess¬ 
ary money to do the requisite 
works and stave off the creditors. 

If his Lordship was wrong in 
granting specific performance, the 
damages which he would have 
awarded in lieu would have been 
£350.

to the subsequent determination 
of the legal position.

The charterers did 
nor want to take delivery of the 
vessels because they would be 
saddled with them for five-years 
paying huge sums in charter hire. 
No negotiations took place, so the 
Japanese went on building the 
vessels.

Meissen armorial dish 
linked with Russian 
Empress fetches £ 5,720

A single Meissen armorial dish 

was sold fo r £ 5,720 (estimate 
£2,a00 to £3,5001 at Christie’s 
yesterday. Even the famous Swan 
service never brought as much as 
that. 

The dish Came from an his¬ 
torically fascinating service, given 
by Augustus 111 n> Elizabeth, 

Empress of ail the Russias, in 
1743. it is decorated with spravs 
of flowers, the Russian Imperial 
Eagle and rhe cross of the St 
Andrew Order, founded iq 1698 . 

Recent scholarship hat proved 

It to be of earlier date than was 
thought. Research in the Russian 
srate archives has revealed a 
record of the receipt of the gift, 
which was personally unpacked 
by the Empress- The dish was 
bought by Kate Foster, a London 
dealer. 

The sale also included the third 
part of a remarkable collection, 
formed over the past 15 years or 
so, of cups and saucers. The 99 
lots in yesterday's sale made 
£47,550. The collection as a 
whole has stimulated strong 
bidding and made £112,054. 

The top price yesterday was 
£3.960 (estimate £3,000 to £4.000) 
paid by Kate Foster for a Capo- 
dimonte landscape teacup and 
saucer by Giovanni Case 111 . The 
E3A50 (estimate £13X1 to £1,400) 
for a Vienna teabowl and saucer 
decorated In schwartzlot and gold 
came as a surprise. It had two 
minor chips, but both pieces bore 
the mark J.H., of the famous 
decorator Jacok Helchfs- 

The sale totalled £93,321, with 
6 per cent onsolti. 

At Sotheby's a sale of p ortrai t 
miniatures attracted an army oF 
Continental dealers. On the better 


miniatures bidding was intensely 
competitive- A fine plumbago 
miniature of Charles n by Robert 
White, dated 1678, made £1,078

Scheme to foster adolescents is successful 


By Penny Symon 
A year after Kent's experimental 
scheme to foster disturbed adoles¬ 
cents was launched, the organizers 
were able to report yesterday that 
it had been a success so far. 

The Spedal Family Placement 
Project, which received financial 
backing from the Gatby Founda¬ 
tion, was set np last March by 
Kent social services department for 
a five-year period. The thinking 
behind It rh.-»n«»ngi»»i the assump¬ 
tion that severely disturbed teen¬ 
agers could not be placed with 
normal families in the community. 

The project aimed to provide‘a 
kind of bridge from the adolescent 
to the adult world, by placing dif¬ 
ficult and disturbed young people 
between the ages of 14 and 17, 
many oF whom had committed 
offences, In the homes of selected 
and trained couples who receive 
a. fee of £32.50 a week and a 
boarding-out payment, bringing 
the total to about £42 a week. 

More than sixty families quickly 
answered the call for volunteers, 
even though they were told that 
it was very likely that troubles 
could arise. '* The child may truant 
from school, steal, lie, wet his bed 
or be unable to utter a word to 
anyone. He may desperately need 
love and attention not may find 


it difficult to accept or give affec¬ 
tion ”, rhe families were told. 

Some dropped out, but by last 
summer more than twenty were 
actively involved in the scheme 
and so far 21 children have been 
placed ; a further nine wifi go 
to foster families soon. 

At a news conference in Maid¬ 
stone yesterday Miss Nancy Hazel, 
the project organizer, who is a 
senior research fellow at Kent 
University, said that of the first 
13 placements, which had lasted 
for six months or more, seven 
were doing well, in three cases 
there was either slight or con¬ 
siderable change for the better, in 
two there appeared to be no 
change and one placement had 
broken down very early on. 

One child, aged 14, had joined 
tiie project from an adult prison 
and another, aged 15. from the 
locked ward of a mental hospital. 
“ We need a few more fandlies 
willing to undertake this task ”, 
Miss Hazel said. “ We know now 
that our package deal works and 
soon there will be 30 children in 
placement from the age group 
which is generally considered to 
be the hardest to place. Their 
symptoms range from overt delin¬ 
quency to depressed withdrawal, 
and we have not selected one type 


of adolescent problem rather than 
another. 

"Two facts stand our clearly: 
The initial assessment is eften 
misleading, as totally different 
problems may be discovered after 
placement. For example, ore pro¬ 
ject family discovered that Their 
girl had been habitually exposing 
herself to 2 nract older men for 
sexual relations. No cne had 
known about this before and. once 
in the open, the behaviour soon 
disappeared. 

" Secondly, adolescents with an 
appalling record may settle down 
with no trouble 2 t all. One boy 
who bad been in an adult prison 
as unruly at the agi of 14, hai 
been living peacefully in his 
foster-home for six months.” 

The adolescents said that They 
preferred foster-homes to residen¬ 
tial care, and their repeated critic¬ 
ism of residential care was that 
“ nobody listens", The final 
choice on whether a child sh-.-eid 
be placed in a foster-home always 
rested with the child. 

Mr Nicolas Stacey, director of 
sodal services for Kettt, said that 
the cost oC keeping a disturbed 
adolescent in a residential institu¬ 
tion was about £100 e week, and 
In some establishments consider¬ 
ably higher. 


** The old methods are enor¬ 
mously expensive ; the children 
keep absconding from those insti¬ 
tutions which have a very ponr 
success rate of dealing with the 
problems of the vonng misfit or 
offender. This project is an ex¬ 
periment aimed at developing an 
alternative way of tackling one of 
society's most complex human 
problems.” 

Some of the forcer-parent's 
tcJJng part in the scheme said 
yesWrday that they were pleased 
the?* had done so, and now felt 
totally committed to it. 

One. who had taken a boy aged 
15 who bad committed offences 
and was severely emotionally dis¬ 
turbed, sc id that he was settling 
down in the family. He had been 
with them for sLx months. 11 He is 
now beginning to realize that 
tomorrow exists ”, the Foster- 
pc’-ent said. 

The first year. Miss Hazel 
added, had nr<t been wntheut its 
difficulties. One boy aged 15 was 
stopped by the police at the wheel 
of his foster-father’s car and 
charged. 

** Cme other child committed a 
verv minor offence, but these have 
been the only two so far, and 
therefore we feel that the scheme 
is a succesr."

Northampton: Neolithic camp site 


The first total excavation of a 
neolithic causewayed camp, one of 
the earliest monuments to com¬ 
munally directed activity in the 
history of British society, is in the 
second of an estimated five-year 
programme at Briar Hill, near 
Northampton. So far, evidence of 
tthe cleaning out of the enclosing 
ditches and of normal domestic 
activities has been found. 

The “ causewayed camps ”, of 
which several dozen examples are 
known in southern Britain from 
roughly the period between 4,000 
and 3.200 BC, are so called be¬ 
cause their concentric rings of 
ditches. are interrupted by 
numerous crossing-places, making 
a defensive function improbable. 
Guesses as to their use range from 
cattle corrals to tribal gathering 
places, but the labour invested in 
their construction indicates that 
people living over a fairly wide 
area would have been involved in 
their building and nse.

Promiscuity link 
with cancer 
in women 

Ey Our Medical Correspondent 

Evidence Jinking some forms 
of cancer in women with sexual 
activity' should be much more 
widijjy known, a London con¬ 
sultant radiotherapist says iu a 
book published today. 

Dr Easil Stoll argues that 
women of all ages should be 
mere willing to talk and read 
about the risk factors thar may 
make them susceptible to dif¬ 
ferent forms of cancer. 

He gives a warning that there 
may be a large increase in the 
next 20 years in the number 
of women with cervical cancer 
and says that there is convinc¬ 
ing evidence that that type of 
cancer of the uterus is linked 
with sexual promiscuity. 

The risk is higher in women 
whose sexual experience began 
ar an early age and in those 
who have had many sexual 
partners. The cause seems to 
be a virus carried by men, and 
the more often a woman is ex¬ 
posed to the risk of infection 
the more likely she is to develop 
cancer. The frequency with 
which she has intercourse with 
a single partner does not seem 
to be relevant. 

The book also discusses the 

causation and detection of other 
cancers such as breast tumours 
and gives derails of methods of 
self-examination and of warning 
signs.

OBITUARY 

MR RICHARD ARLEN 
Noted film actor 


Mr Richard Arlea, a Para¬ 
mount film-star of both the 
silent and sound eras, and an 
actor who for long represented 
the tough, hard drinking, cyni¬ 
cal type of American screen 
hero, died on March 2S at the 
age of 76. 

The veteran Klrasoer will pro- 
bably remember Richard Arlen 
best for the film which brought 
him fame—William Wellman's 
war picture IVfngs in which 
Arlen appeared with Gary 
Cooper and Clara Eow. Well¬ 
man was a former pilot as was 
Arlen himself, and the film was 
one of the last Hollywood epics 
of the silent twenties. Arlen’s 
success in this picture marked 
the culmination of a long 
struggle against disappointment 
and il! luck in Hollywood. 

Richard Arlen’s real name 
was Van Mattimore. and he used 
this in his first silent pictures. 
He was born on September I, 
1899, at Charlottesville. Vir¬ 
ginia, and was educated at High 
School in Sr Paul's, Minnesota, 
at St Thomas’s College, and the 
University of Pennsylvania. He 
joined the Royal Flying Corps 
during the First World War and 
was trained in England. His 
ambition when the war was over, 
was to become a film actor, but 
be nearly starved before he 
achieved it. 

The story is told that he broke 
his leg outside the Paramount 
film studio when working as a 
delivery boy on a motor-cycle, 
and he was carried into the 
studio hospital, and was rewar¬ 
ded with a walking on parr as 
an extra. His first real_ chance 
came in Vengeance of the Deep 
in J923, when he was still known 
as Van Mattimore. Wirtfcn two 
years be was playing under his 
oum name in Paramount pic¬ 
tures such as Coast of Folly, 
opposire Gloria Swanson, but it 
was his performance in Wings 
which really made him a star. 

From then on he appeared in 
a large number of pictures, 
rvaintalnins the image of the 
tough and resolute hero, and he 
was seen more than once in the 
part of w'ther a pilot or a boxer. 
When the wtlhing pictures 



arrived. Paramount put him into 
their first major spectacular 
musical. Paramount on Parade, 
which contained all the studio's 
leading players, and he also 
appeared in one of the first 
sound Westerns, The Virginian, 
with Gary Cooper. Tiger Shark, 
with Edward G. Robinson, was 
probably the best of his pictures 
in the early thirties, and in 1533 
be played In a comedy. College 
Humour, with Eing Crosby. 

This was something of a vin¬ 
tage year for him, for he showed 
his versatility by also appearing 
as the Cheshire Cat in Alice in 
Wonderland. The beginning of 
the Second World War saw him 
beck in another firing picture. 
Forced Landing, and Inter in 
Aerial Gunner, with Chester 
Morris. He was now firmly 
rvped as a rugged he-man. and 
since he had no pretensions to 
being an outstanding actor, he 
was happy to fill such parts. One 
of his later films was The Last 
Time I Saw .Archie, with Robert 
Mitchum, which he made in 
1961. Subsequent films included 
The Best Man (1964». Apache 
Uprising 13963) and he con¬ 
tinued to return to the screen 
to play bit parts. 

Early in his film career he 
married another Paramount 
player, Jobyna Ralston, who 
appeared with him in Wings. 


PROFESSOR M. M. GILLIES 


Dr C. W. Chilton writes : 

Many generations of classical 
students at Hull, and many 
others In the academic world 
generally, will be saddened to 
hear of the c&ath of Emeritus 
Professor M. M. Gillies who died 
in Hull on March 21. 

Born a son of the manse in 
1901 he progressed by way of 
Eton (where he was Captain of 
the School) to King’s College. 
Cambridge. WitJf a First in 
both parts of the Classical 
Tripos in his pocket he con- 
tThued his education dt Oxford, 
Vienna and Edinburck, where 
he took his PhD. He began uni- 
versin’ tea oi 1 ling as an assistant 
lecturer at Liverpool but after 
a few years accepted the daunt¬ 
ing trsk of founding a depart¬ 
ment 0'S Classics at the new Uni¬ 
versity College of Hull in 1928. 
For the next forty years Classics 
at Hull meant Cillic-s. In the 
p<wt-war expansion of 1946-7 his 
efforts were rewarded with a 
great increose in his staff and 
a chair for hintself and his time 
after that was devoted more and 


more to teaching, examining, 
and especially administration, 
culminating in six years as Pro 
Vice-Chancellor of the Univer¬ 
sity from 1962 until his retire¬ 
ment in 1968. This largely 
accounts for the fact that after 
his edition of Book III of 
Apollonius Rhodius his pub¬ 
lished output was confined to 
the occasional article iu special¬ 
ist journals. 

This is perhaps to be regret¬ 
ted bur Gillies’s reputation does 
not depend on publication. He 
will be remembered as a man 
who made the University of 
Hull his life’s work and through¬ 
out ran its departmenr of 
Classics as an efficient head and 
a harmonious colleague : no one 
v’iio has ever been a member 
of his staff (and this includes, 
among many others, the pres¬ 
ent holders of the Chairs of 
Latin at Bristol. Leeds, and Uni¬ 
versity College, London) can 
have anything but the kindliest 
memories of M.M.G. 

Ho was unmarried and lived 
alone, rarely with fewer than 
five Siamese cat.;.

Marshal dF the RAF Sir Dermot 
Boyle writes: 

There ft; lirtla of official 
interest which I can add to your 
excellc-nt obituary, but perhaps 
I may be permitted a more 
personal contribution. 

Stanley Vincent was a Dying 
instructor and flight commander 
\(hen I was a cadet ar Cranwell 
in 1923. One of his duties was 
to lecture to us on various 
subjects. From our_ point of 
view he was a Splendid lecturer 
because, ^pwrt from a lively 
sense of humour and the auto¬ 
matic admiration he earned 
from us as someone who had 
tak9n on the great German aca, 
von Richthofen, in single- 
handed air combat and sur¬ 
vived, he recognized thar the 
one thing in which we were all 
interested was flying. He would 
therefore relate everything 
about which lie lectured to the 
practical problems directly 
avfectinc us as hopeful pilots, 
freqtffently emphasizing a point 
bv some perstinal experience.

Preliminary studies for the 
construction of a nuclear 
merchant ship are being under' 
taken by the Ship and Marine 
Technology Requirements 
Board. 

These are among some of the 
most important projects being 
wndertaken by the organization 
as part of its continuing ship¬ 
building research and develop¬ 
ment work. The studies were 
initiated last April by the De¬ 
partment of Industry; when it 
published its second detailed 
report on prospects for unclear 
merchant ship construction. 

According to Mr Nigel 
Broaches, the board’s chairman, 
the studies now being under¬ 
taken are designed to assist in 
the assessment of the prospects 
for nuclear merchant ships on a 
commercial scale, and he des¬ 
cribed them in the board's 
annual report as being of “ con¬ 
siderable importance”. 

The board's research activi¬ 
ties embrace shipbuilding, ship 
operation and marine tech¬ 
nology, and last year the 
organization had a budget of 
about £6m. 

Mr Broackes said in the 
report, which was published 
yesterday, that the board had 
sought to maintain a particular 
emphasis on technology tr ans ¬

Kaiser plans Anglesey 
smelter expansion 


By Edward Townsend 

A 50,000-ton expansion in the 
annual capacity of the loss- 
making Anglesey Aluminium 
smelter in North Wales, now 
controlled by the Kaiser Alu¬ 
minum and Chemical Corpora¬ 
tion of America, is likely within 
tile next five years. 

Mr Cornell C. Maier, Kaiser’s 
president and chief executive, 
said at his headquarters in Oak¬ 
land, California, that despite the 
planr's difficulties, it was a well 
engineered facility with good 
support systems and could be 
expanded economically. 

Mr Maier has similar plans 
for the company's 70,000-ton 
per year smelter at Voerde in 
Germany of which it took full 
control from Preussag, its Ger¬ 
man partner, last year. 

Kaiser assumed a tun-thirds 
share of Anglesey last Novem¬ 
ber as a result of’ a decision by 
BICC to withdraw from the pro¬ 
ject and a desire by Rio Tinro- 
Zinc to redace its 47 per cent 
stake. 

The Anglesey and Voerde 
establishments are regarded as 
potentially the most efficient of 
Kaiser’s aluminium reduction 
plants. Both have suffered, how¬ 
ever, from difficulties in operat¬ 
ing heavily insulated smelting 
pots, a Kaiser development 
which requires stricter than 
normal temperature control. 

The Anglesey plant, one of 
three built in the United King¬ 
dom at the end of the 1960s 
with the aid of government 
grants and contracts for cheap 


power supplies, has also had 
problems in training a work¬ 
force drawn largely from a fish¬ 
ing and farming community. 

It has consistently lost money 
—513m in the first four years— 
and according to Mr Maier still 
has “ a way to go to reach the 
break even point ”. Labour turn¬ 
over was still a problem, but 
morale was good and “ definite 
improvements ” were being 
achieved in operations. 

Kaiser,- which- ranks behind 
Alcoa and Alcan in the league 
of the big American aluminium 
producers, has been able 
through the recent restructur¬ 
ings to increase its Euopean 
capacity at minimal cost* In 
fact, its net income for 1975 
at S94.7m (about £47.3m) was 
the second highest in the com- 
pany’s history, and benefited 
from a tax credit of S 13.5m 
(£6.Sm) resulting from the two 
European restructurings. 

Mr Maier's hopes of a 50 
per cent expansion at \nqlesey 
contrasts with Alcan UK’s con¬ 
tinued reluctance to go ahead 
with building additional 
capacity at its Lynetnouth 
smelter in Northumberland and 
its decision to shelve for 
another year plans for a major 
alumina refinery in Ireland. 

Kaiser considers its short 
term almimura capacity needs 
largely met, bur with a shortage 
of the metal predicted by tne 
end of the decade, Mr Maier 
has earmarked Europe as the 
prime area for expansion. “We 
are going to be big in Europe n , 
he said. 


Commenting on the reports

Honeywell 
in£6mfuel 
saving deal

A £6m contract for equipment 
and services aimed at cutting 
fuel consumption in govern¬ 
ment buildings has been awar¬ 
ded to the commercial division 
oE Honeywell by the Property 
Services Agency of the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment. 

The contract will run for 
three years, but fuel savings are 
expected to recover the con¬ 
tract: cost in under two years. 

According to Honeywell, im¬ 
proved heating control, if 
applied to all commercial and 
industrial buildings in the 
United Kingdom, could save 
between £50m and £100m a 
year.

By en¬ 
suring chat offices, factories, 
schools and other buildings are 
heated only when occupied, fuel 
costs in these buildings are re¬ 
duced by an average of 25 per 
cent 

Over 2,000 such systems have

Spokesmen at a launching cere¬ 
mony at the ' World Trade 
Centre in London said trans¬ 
port operators had expressed 
interest in taking space in the 
project, and pension funds in 
helping to finance it. 

Neither the Department of 
Trade nor the strategic trans¬ 
port authority for the area, the 
West Yorkshire County Council, 
are involved.

Economic situation 

The economic situation "in the United Kingdom 
and elsewhere at the end of 1.975 was in many respects 
more encouraging than one year-before, but formidable 
problems remain.

life of the lninaR. This, in addition to the 
natural fall in grade expected from older 
mines, has led to a significant reduction-in 
gold output from 1000 tons in 1970 to 
708 toils in 1975, during Which period 
tonnage milled remained remarkably con¬ 
stant at around 74.4 million tons. Working 
costs over the same period have more.than 
doubled, from R731 to RI6.71 a ton 
milled, compared with a rise of only 38 
per cent for the whole of the previous 
decade.

lion of the rand. We cannot assume that 
this disturbing trend will be reversed in 
the near term by a return to tbe high gold 
prices of a few months ago. Hence, while 
retaining confidence, in the medium-terra 
future of gold, I believe that k is essential 
for the industry to take strong measures 
to maintain its prosperity.in the years 
ahead. Most of these will be aimed at the 
maximisation of productivity. 

I have referred to the increases in 
Black wages. These have had the intended 
effect of enhancing the relative attraction 
of gold mining compared with other 
avenues of employment. The industry has 
also introduced a system of bonuses pay¬ 
able to men who return to the same mines 
within specified periods after completing 
their contracts. It is important to extend 
the career path for Black employees, and 
the necessary training programmes are 
being introduced. All these developments 
are tending to encourage Black workers to 
thinlr in terms of careers in mining rather 
than simply of working isolated contracts. 
A further factor of great potential im¬ 
portance concerns family housing for 
mine workers. Following discussions 
between the industry and Government; we 
have been advised that new arrangements 
are being made to permit senior married 
Black employees from South Africa, 
including the homelands, to be boused 
with their families in local residential 
areas where these are reasonably close to 
the mines. 

The more stable, better trained and 
more productive the industry’s labour 
force becomes, the more important it will 
be to maintain sound labour relations. 

There is one group of men, the union¬ 
ised employees, whose co-operation is 
absolutely essential if progress is to be 
achieved. They have great knowledge of 
the industry and great influence on its 
development. Tbe future health of tbe 
industry—and, therefore, the long-term 
interests of the unionised employees them¬ 
selves—depends on die willingness of all 
parties to initiate and accept change. The 
need to change work practices in order to 
use labour more effectively has been 
recognised in terms of the agreement in. 
principle that the mines will change from 
a six-day to a five-day working week in 
1976. though negotiations have yet to be 
finally concluded. 3 sincerely bope that 
the terms of the various agreements will 
allow sufficient flexibility for manag e ment 
and employees to co-operate in raising 
productivity, so that any loss in produc¬ 
tion caused by the five-day week will be 
temporary only. I should also mention 
another important development in the 
industry in its att em pt to maximise 
profits, mainly the growing trend towards 
the consolidation and increase in size of 
mining _ -operatiomt so that substantial 
economies of scale can be achieved.

Conclusion 

It will be apparent thar. we are 
confident in the future of gold and 
uranium and of the industry' as a whole. 
It is tackling its problems with vigour 
and imagination. Amgold, through its 
major investments in most of South 
Africa’s leading gold and ur anium pro¬ 
ducers, and through its participation in a 
□umber of interesting developing com¬ 
panies and in prospecting campaigns in 
Southern Africa and elsewhere,, has a 
wide spread of interests which give both 
stability-and the prospect of growth. More 
specifically, the current price of gold at 
around SI30 converts at the present 
doDar-rand exchange rate into R3 634 a 
kilogram, which is mucb the same as 
the mines received in 1975. Costs will 
undoubtedly rise further, but just as 
mining grades have been lowered over the 
past few years In response to rising gold 
prices, so also could consideration be 
given to raising grades temporarily if costs 
were to rise much faster than the selling 
price. Moreover, owing to labour shortages 
the tonnage milled was below capacity in 
1975 so that with improved labour avail¬ 
ability there is scope for increased 
prod action. While capital expenditure is 
also likely to be higher in response to 
the sew opportunities bn the mines, we 
can look forward to very satisfactory 
dividend income.

Abidjan, Ivory Coast. March 29. 
—It is not often the United 
States and the Ivory Coast have 
seen eye to eve on matters of 
international commodity trade. 
The reason is simple: the Ivory 
Coast is a idler of tropical pro¬ 
ducts ; the United States is a 
buyer. 

So when both countries refuse 
to sign a newly-negotiated inter¬ 
national agreement on cocoa, 
despite much prodding from 
Ghana, the world's largest pro¬ 
ducer, it is worth asking what is 
going oo. 

The answer ha: much to do with 
the future price of this key com¬ 
modity. It reflects a swatch m pro¬ 
duction toward higher-cost West 
African nations and Brazil, and 
away from lower-cost Ghana. At 
Issue is whether cocoa prices will 
remain Ugh enough to encourage 
new planting on the scale needed 
to prevent them from going even 
higher. 

Ghanaians, backed by a study bv 
the London-based International 
Cocoa Organization, think there 
could be too much cocoa in the 
1950s. If prices remain high, the 
nse of substitutes will be encour¬ 
aged they say. 

Other analysts disagree. ** We 
think production will not exceed 
anticipated consumption in the

At last coffee 
tops the £900 


A forecast in mid-January 
that £900 a tonne for robusta 
coffee might be within sight 
by the end of that month was 
not fulfilled and even new 
highs of £881.50 for the first 
position and £89450 for the 
second, established on February 
9, were below that expectation. 

However, having trundled 
along mostly in the upper £800s 
for the remainder of February 
and the first half of March, 
the breakthrough came on the 
24th. when first position rose 
to £911 and second position 
went to £922.50. 

Although the immediate 
factor in the breakthrough was 
probabkv reaction to a strong 
market in New York and specu¬ 
lative interest, the emergence 
of sizable roaster buying 
points up the fact that by the 
end of next month the frost 
season will be approaching 
again. 

If, as is believed. Continental 
and United States trade has 
been existing on a hand-to- 
mouth basis, serious buying 
must soon begin, or bas already 
begun, and still higher prices 
must be expected. 

Thus those manufacturers 
who have held back and worked 
on low cover are now paying 
the penalty and the question 


arises whether they will still b« 
in the market should prices top 
the 0,000 per mane mark, or 
whether they will regard thi* 
level as too high to be 
tolerated. 

Some pungent advice to the 
trade comes from Mr Richard 
Clark, the editor of Coffee 
International, in the latest 
issue of his journaL After 
summing up the pro’s and con'» 
of the new International Coffee 
Agreement, he says that its suc¬ 
cessful conclusion will enable 
everyone to go back to their 
proper business, which is buy¬ 
ing and selling coffee, and con¬ 
tinues : 

“ And the first thing that 
everybody has to do now is to 
sell more coffee. Witbour 
bigger sales, everything tbar 
has been achieved in these last 
mouths will be lost. 

Producers most sell more 
coffee to the roasters and pro¬ 
cessors, and the roasters and 
processors must sell more 
coffee to the consumers. 

“If it does nothing else, the 
agreement should at least see 
the start of a new. world-wide 
marketing offensive. The pro¬ 
ducers and the consumers will 
between them be contributing 
some SSOm to a war chest which 
is to be spent on promoting 
coffee. 

“If it is sensibly spent the 
returns shonld be handsome, 
but if it is dribbled away on a 
series of vaguely defined and 
Si-coordinated projects the 
final impact on overall sales 
will be derisory. 

“ What the industry as a 
whole has to do is to'sell the 
idea ai coffee to a public which 
has largely become indifferent 
to its special qualities, and the 
best way of doing that is to get 
them thinking about coffee and 
talking about coffee. 

“Coffee must become nev.-s 
again—and not just when the 
price goes up, or some lunatic 
scientist claims that it causes 
dandruff. 

“ It must be associated in the 
public mind with the traditional 
family virtues. It must be given 
a positive social image, and a 
status as a very special bever¬ 
age that everyone can afford on 
all occasions. It must, in a word, 
become chic."

The average work week de¬ 
clined to 403 hours from 40.5 
hours, and contracts and orders 
for new plant and equipment 
fell S430m (about £214m) to 
57,270m. 

The four-mouth average of 
total liquid assets held in the 
private domestic non-fin an dal 
sector of the economy increased 
by 0.76 per cent, a slip from 
January’s 0.SS per cent.— 
Reuter.

Exports, which rose by 17 
per cent last year to 6,000m 
francs, were a main factor in 
the industry's ability to with¬ 
stand the effects of the reces¬ 
sion, M Koch said. Imports had 
dropped back by 6.4 per cent. 

The perspectives fer the in¬ 
dustry during the sevenzu 
French development plan up to 
19S0 included a growth rate of 
between 7 and 13.5 per cent 
for the capital goods sector, 4 
to 6 per cent for household 
electrical goods (slightly lower 
than during 1970-751, and 
about die same level of expan¬ 
sion for intermediary goods as 
in the previous five years. 


General Motors 
in truck deal 
with Poland 

General Motors Corporation 
said in London yesterday that it 
will distribute Polish-made 
trucks in western countries 
under a deal to be signed 
sbonly with Polmot, the Polish 
motor' industry agency. 

The agreement wifi involve 
Poland setting up a truck fac 
tory of GM design with financ¬ 
ing from Polish sources. GM 
will retain marketing rights for 
the factory’s exports to western 
markets. 

Gill declined to give further 
details about tbe deal but con¬ 
firmed it is also involved in 
trade negotiations with Romania 
and Bulgaria. The corporation 
already buys parts from Yugo¬ 
slavia.—Reuter.
